Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON 'UPI) - Failure to 


extend 1975 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


"The President, in the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long. D-La., brushed 


aside White House veto threats and 


Oo MORNING'- 


warned Simon not to "play chicken'' 
with Congress because "1 don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, 
and

Democratic-controlled 


Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. 
Walter 
Mondale, 
D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and "I do 


not think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
"work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor. 


Long officially laid aside until next 


year the House-passed tax bill, which 
contains hundreds of pages of ''re- 
form" measures in addition to exten- 
sion of tax cuts. 


Several Democrats told Simon there 


was no chance the spending ceiling 
would be approved, and that Ford 
should accept a six-month extension 
as a compromise. This would force 
Congress to deal with taxes again ear- 
ly next year after Ford has presented 
his budget, when it would be more 
logical to debate a spending ceiling 


Simon firmly rejected any com- 


promise, saying Ford is not worried 
about the economic effect of allowing 
taxes to rise Jan. 1, when 1975's reces- 
sion-fighting cuts expire Expiration 
would have only "a small economic 


impact," he said.

5-year sentence ior extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat

Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69,000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle, 54, of 666 Laurel, 
Des 


Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-minute sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial in Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife. Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pro-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped, Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position . . . for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) . . . is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the sentence. 


Decker talked of the trial and sen-

Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would bs stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped 
. . that political corruption is 


not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor R;chard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve 
five 


years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences 
will be served concurrently. 


Although Decker did not fine Fulle, 


Valukas said the cost of the trial, 
which Fulle must pay, will be ''sub- 
stantial."

The search, which covered an area 10 miles seaward of the 
lakefront airport and 10 miles on either side, was suspended at 
sunset. The pilot, Jack S. Copperman, 36, a Pittsburgh business- 
man, took off In his Beechcraft Bonanza at 2:56 p.m. Monday in 
snow and fog bound for Allegheny County Airport near Pittsburgh. 
Seconds later he radioed the Meigs tower: "Mayday! Ma/day! I'm 
going down." The three passengers were believed to be Cooper- 
man's wife Bonnie, 34, and their children, A very, 15, and Karla, IS. 
But authorities In Chicago were unable to say for certain they were 
aboard. Poor visibility and five inches of snow hampered the 
search by Coast Guard, fire department and police authorities.

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Ford signs bill to aid New York 


WILLIAM SIMON- 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Without 


fanfare, President Ford signed into 
law his bill Tuesday to provide $2.3 
billion in federal loans to help New 
York City escape bankruptcy. 


But — as a stopgap in case the 


loans prove inadequate — the House 
passed, 373 to 29, a bill to amend the 
bankruptcy laws to make it feasible 
for a city the size of New York to file 
for bankruptcy before a federal court. 


The Mouse Judiciary Committee- 


said existing law, unchanged since 
1937, was "hopelessly archaic and un- 
workable." 


Ford had proposed revisions along 


the lines the House adopted, but appli- 
cable only to the nation's six cities of 
over one million population. But the 
House decided to make the new bank- 
ruptcy procedures available to all 
cities so the largest cities would not 
be stigmatized. 


The Senate agreed to take up a sim- 


ilar bankruptcy revision bill Wednes- 
day. 


Meantime, in Albany, Democratic 


Gov. Hugh Carey announced a stern 
program to restore equilibrium to the 
state's finances. Carey.called for a 
year-long freeze on state workers sal- 
aries, an. increase in state taxes of 


$555 million, partly through a surtax 
on the state income tax, and. a $597 
million cut in spending by state 
agencies. 


A White House spokesman said to. 


expedite matters there was no cere- 


„ mony as Ford signed the bill he pro- 
posed 13 days ago to tide the city 
through financial difficulties after re- 
lenting on months' of opposition to as- 
sistance to New York. 


The law authorizes Treasury Secre- 


tary WilHam E. Simon to make loans 
of up to $2.3 billion over the next 30 
months to cover brief periods when 
the city's expenses exceed its reve- 


nues. Loans would have to be repaid 
by the end of each fiscal year. Simon 
could withhold revenue sharing and 
other grants due the city if it fails to 
repay. 


The first loan — for $140 million or 


$150 million — is expected to be made 
shortly after Congress enacts a neces- 
sary appropriation to actually provide 
the money Senate action is scheduled 
Wednesday. Outnumbered opponents 
gave up the fight, saying it was "fu- 
tile" lo block the bill.

billidn would be enough to keep New 
York City afloat. 


Carey, while saying he is hopeful, 


has said a downturn in the national 
economy could erode the city's tax 
revenues, creating a new possibility of 
collapse under the austere three-year 
plan the city adopted to balance its 
budgel.

"both sides would like to reach a com- 
promise" and that if the committee 
found the information supplied by the 
White House "in substantial com- 
pliance" with the subpoena, he would 
make a statement on the House floor 
withdrawing the contempt resolution. 


"I think they were a little surprised 


that we pushed as hard as we did," 
Pike said. "They did not want a vote 
on the floor."

Court rule" on suspect questioning 
Miranda decision overturn hinted 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Su- 


preme Court ruled 6 to 2 Tuesday that 
after a suspect exercises his right to 
remain silent about one crime, police 
may still question him about another. 


The dissenting justices said the de- 


cision eroded the rights of suspects 
laid down in the milestone Miranda 
case in 1966, and predicted the court 
eventually would overturn the ruling 
entirely. 


In Miranda, Chief Justice Earl War- 


ren ruled that a suspect must be ad- 
vised of his rights to remain silent 
and to have a lawyer, and told that 
anything said can be used against 
him. 


Tuesday, the court majority said 


that even after a suspect chooses to 
remain silent under questioning about 
one crime, police can question him 
again later about other offenses. 


The ruling reversed a Michigan Su- 


preme Court decision vacating the 
conviction of Richard Bert Mosley for 
the January, 1971, slaying of Leroy 
Williams in Detroit. 


seafront held by army commandos 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (UPtl — Army 


commandos consolidated their hold on 
the bitterly-contested Beirut seafront 
Tuesday, driving rival Christian and 
Moslem militiamen from strongpoints 
scl up in two luxury hotels). 


But government efforts to end the 


worst Moslem • Christian clashes in 
eight months of civil war foundered 
when Moslem leaders refused to at- 
tend a new peace conference. 


Two days of fighting left 185 persons 


dead and nearly 300 wounded, police 
and hospital sources said. Total casu- 
alties in the conflict which began in 
April stood near 4,800 dead and more 
than 10,200 wounded. 


The army blunted an offensive by 


Moslem leftists of the Independent 
Nasserite Movement, named after the 
late Egyptian President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser, intent on driving right-wing 
Christian Phalangists into the sea. 


Commandos first took over the fire- 


damaged Phoenicia Hotel, forcing a 


wedge between the St. Georges Hotel 
occupied by the Nasserites, and the 
Phalangist-occupied Holiday Inn. 


A military statement said later that 


commandos had also seized control of 
the Holiday Inn. The statement said 
civilians trapped in the hotels, mostly 
staff members, were evacuated to a 
nearby military club. 


One soldier died and five others 


were wounded in fighting at the Phoe- 
nicia which saw two floors of the hotel 
set on fire. 


Justice William J. Brennan Jr., 


joined in dissent by Thurgood Mar- 
shall, said "today's distortion of Mi- 
randa's constitutional principles can 
be viewed only as yet another step 
toward the erosion and, I suppose, ul- 
timate overruling of Miranda's en- 
forcement of th'e privilege against 
self-incrimination." 


But writing for the majority, Justice 


Potter Stewart said the suspect's Mi- 
randa rights still were preserved. 


Brennan's statement 
indicated a 


majority of justices might be awaiting 
replacement of William 0. Douglas, 
who retired last month, before rever- 
sing Miranda. 


Mosley had been picked up for ques- 


tioning about a series of robberies. He 
told police he wished to remain silent, 
and interrogation stopped. Two hours 
later, other detectives informed Mos- 
ley of his rights and questioned him 
about the Williams killing. 


Mosley did not object to question- 


ing, and when police revealed he had 
been named by an accomplice, he 
made self-incriminating statements. 


The Michigan court ruled the state- 


ments inadmissible as evidence, say- 
ing once Mosley exercised his right to 
silence about the robberies, police 
could not question him further. 


Stewart, saying Mosley could have 


cut off questioning at any' time, 
wrote: "The requirement that law en- 
forcement authorities must respect a 
person's exercise of that option count- 
eracts the coercive pressures of the 
custodial setting. 


"We therefore conclude that the ad- 


missibility of statements obtained af- 
ter the person in custody has decided 
to remain silent depends under Mi- 
randa on whether his right to cut off 
questioning was scrupulously hon- 
ored." 


The Supreme Court under Chief Jus- 


tice Warren Burger has consistently 
narrowed the Miranda case without 
actually overturning it. But the Bren- 
nan-Marshall statement might mean a 
majority of justices are prepared to 
overrule the case. 


In another ruling, the justices unan- 


imously held that a District of Colum- 
bia doctor licensed to distribute con- 
trolled substances such as methadons 
was properly prosecuted 
under a 


tough federal law aimed at drug push- 
ers — rather than for technical viola- 
lions of licensing law — when he 
wrote prescriptions solely for profit. 


Soviets have not violated 
nuclear treaty: Kissinger 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 


of State Henry A. Kissinger said-Tues- 
day the Soviets have never violated 
the nuclear arms limitation treaty, 
but they have strained it to the limit 
and may be doing so again right now. 


Visibly angry, Kissinger held a 


news conference to deny charges he 
has covered up Soviet violations of the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty. 


He said an exhaustive U.S. surveil- 


lance system has caught Moscow al- 
most — but not quite — in violation of 
the 1972 pact, and has raised a 
"serious question" the Soviets may 
now be beefing up their missile bat- 
teries illegally. 


Kissinger also announced he will de- 


fer his projected pre-Christmas visit 
to Moscow for several weeks in order 
to work out detailed new U.S. propos- 
als for getting the stalled, second- 
round SALT talks moving. 


His voice rising in anger from time 


to time, Kissinger rejected the claims 
of congressional and military critics 
that U.S. intelligence caught the So- 
viets violating the first SALT Treaty 
and that he suppressed this informa- 


tion to help the current SALT talks. 
But he conceded the Soviets have 
strained their SALT pledges at least 
once. 


In 1973, he said, Russia used an- 


tiaircraft radar to track its own bal- 
listic missiles — raising suspicions it 
was breaking a ban against converting 
anti-aircraft radar into fullscale anti- 
missile radar systems. 


"That was at the borderline of a 


violation, but that has stopped," he 
said. Now, Kissinger said, the Soviets 
are putting "h,?avy'' SS19 missiles 
into silos built for lighter SSlls. 


In Warsaw, meantime, Soviet Com- 


munist leader Leonid Brezhnev ac- 
cused the West of poisoning detente 
by "pinpricks and snide comments." 
He called for a series of all-European 
meetings to create a "spirit of mutual 
trust." 


Brezhnev said "imperialist reac- 


tion" is trying to smear the Commu- 
nist bloc while the Soviet Union is 
"sincerely striving" for progress in the 
deadlocked arms limitation talks with 
the United States.

"A lot of hospital people equate 


good equipment with good medicine.

The majority of ICU patients suffer 


from some form of heart or lung prob- 
lem, he said. They include accident 
victims suffering from multiple in- 
juries, patients in shock or in a coma 
and patients recovering from neuro- 
surgical or vascular surgery. 


"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said. 


The hospital staff 'has to have 


more control" in the intensive-care 
unit so "we really can't make things 
pleasant for everybody. Patient condi- 
tions dictate the priority," he said. 


"IN ICU, YOU have to get on top of 


the disease — if you follow it, you're 
more likely to lose patients. We recog- 
nize it's a rough place for patients," 
he said. 


Many people have misconceptions 


about the intensive-care unit, in- 
cluding the use of respirators, Dr. 
Kim said. 


"I don't like the term respirator — 


the only one who has made a respira- 
tor is God. These machine's are really 
ventilators — they simply support the 
breathing mechanism of the body. 
They really don't keep people alive. 
You need other supportive measures 
for that," he said. 
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House plan 
not imposed 
by the county 


Arlington Heights will not have a 


housing assistance plan imposed on it 
by Cook County if the village fails to 
develop its own plan, county officials 
said. 


"It's not the law. It's "just not the 


case," said Terry Hansen, project di- 
rector for Cook County's Community 
Development Program. 


The possibility of an imposed hous- 


ing plan was first raised three weeks 
ago at a public hearing on whether 
the village should apply for $295,000 in 
federal grants. 


Under terms of the Community 


Housing and Development Act grant, 
the village must develop a housing, as- 
sistance plan, although money from 
the grant is not used to implement it. 


THE VILLAGE housing commission 


came out with a tentative plan calling 
for the creation of 375 units of subsi- 
dized rental housing over the next 
three years. The village board has not 
acted on the plan. 


Hansen said Arlington Heights is 


not included in the county's housing 
program because its population is 
greater than 50,000. 


"We will not impose any plan on a 


village without prior consultation with 
that community," he said. 


Hansen said if the village does not 


have a housing assistance plan, pri- 
vate developers can introduce one in 
existing, newly constructed or reha- 
bilitated rental buildings. He said pri- 
vate developers must meet all local 
requirements and codes. 


The village board's finance com- 


mittee, which held the hearing on the 
grant, requested a series of legal 
opinions from Village Atty. Jack M. 
Siegel. Trustees asked what obliga- 
tions, requirements and "strings" 
were attached to the federal funds. 


IT WAS THE fear of federal re- 


quirements in part that led to the vil- 
lage's rejection of the grant funds last 
year. 


The use of grant money is deter- 


mined by the community and is gen- 
erally used for capital projects not 
regularly part of a municipal budget. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, at the 


first hearing, assured the audience 
that the grant money "cannot and will 
not be used for low and moderate in- 
come housing." 


Palmatier, chairman of the finance 


committee, said that a redevelopment 
of the central business district would 
be "one of the most meritorious uses" 
of the money. 


Another hearing on the grant appli- 


cation has been scheduled for Dec. 16 
when consideration will be given to 
specific programs and projects to be 
undertaken if the village decides to 
apply for the funds. 


Many people think patients on ven-

But in some cases, 
we're prolonging the agony and suf- 
fering for both patients and family 
since many terminally-ill people are 
brought to the hospital to die. In this 
society, there is no place to die out- 
side the hospital," he said. 


Dr. Kim said the ICU can be "de- 


pressing but to see some of the people 
who have survived against over- 
whelming odds is our reward."

Firm aids cop hopefuls with jobs 


Officials of a new Chicago-based 


firm say they've come to the rescue 
of thousands of persons seeking police 
and (ireflghtlng careers. 


The firm, Municipal Resources Co., 


Is acting as a clearing house for infor- 
mation on law enforcement and fire 
department positions in some 300 
communities around Chicago. 


In periodic bulletins and supple- 


ments to its subscribers the firm lists 
times, dates and locations of police 
and fire department examinations in 
area communities. Included are de- 
tails on each town and their salaries 
and job benefits. 


MICMEAL R. Burns, a Skokie police 


sergeant and president of the agency 


said, "It's a response to a sore need 
for a service of this nature." He said 
there are huge numbers of men and 
women seeking such jobs, many who 
have related degrees but no way of 
learning about job opportunities. 


A cofounder and general manager 


of the firm, Thomas H. McEnaney, is 
a former Skokie patrolman dismissed 
from the force in June for participat- 
ing in a police strike. Another former 
policeman is a researcher and an ex- 
fireman also is employed with the 
firm. 


"The last time they gave the police 


exam 
in Chicago, 17,000 people 


came down," Burns said. "And the 


problem is that each of these commu- 
nities have testing on their own but 
people not in the immediate area 
don't get the opportunity to hear 
about it." 


In many communities, advertising 


for police and fire department open- 
ings consists of no more than a legal 
notice in local newspapers, "and in 
law enforcement, there's no campus 
recruiting," Burns said.

Northwest suburbs, play a part, Burns 
said the strength of police and fire 
unions are largely responsible for at- 
tractive wages and benefits.

merman interfered with Fulle's de- 
fense. Jacobs and Zimmerman argued 
repeatedly with Decker during the 
trial and Decker once talked of con- 
tempt of court charges against the 
pair. 


The attorneys stood silent during 


the sentencing. 


Fulle was convicted of extorting 


payoffs from Origer, a former owner 
of the defunct Chicago Fire football 
team, and plumbing contractor Wil- 
liam Adams, who represented Sell- 
ergren. Fulle threatened the builder 
with county, board delays of lucrative 
apartment zoning. 


The indictment also charged that 


Fulle did not report the payoffs on his 
1968 and 1970 income tax returns and 
that he lied about the payoffs before a 
federal grand jury. 


FULLE ALSO WAS indicted for ly- 


ing before the grand jury about the 
purchase of a Florida vacation home. 


Federal prosecutors said Fulle paid 
$45,000 for the home and conce;aed 
$10,000 in payoff money in the down- 
payment. Fulle told the grand jury 
that he paid $35,000 for the home in 
Hollywood, Fla. 


Fulle's wife told the jury during the 


trial that money for the vacation home 
came from $16,000 she collected in a 


"cookie tin," not from a $10,000 pay- 
off. She also testified that Fulle was 
vacationing during dates of two pay- 
offs by Adams and as an alibi pro- 
duced a speeding ticket Fulle received 
in Kentucky during one vacation trip.

Progress seen 


in preservation 


The 
importance of history, 


from the local to the national 
level, is highlighted by the Bi- 
centennial observance. 


In the older Northwest subur- 


ban communities, many fine old- 
er homes dot the landscape. In 
many cases, they have been 
renovated and restored by lov- 
ing owners. In others, they have 


b e e n t h r e a t e n e d by the 
wrecker's ball. 


Several 
suburban 
commu- 


nities, particularly, seem to be 
making progress in identifying, 
preserving and protecting some 
of the fine examples of 19th Cen- 
tury architecture they have in- 
herited. 


Old Kinder home saved 


Des Plaines city officials are 


making preliminary moves to 
save one of the best known his- 
torical landmarks in that com- 
munity. 


A l d e r m e n recently voted 


unanimously to attempt to pur- 
chase a site on Graceland Street 
so that the old Kinder home 
could be moved to a new loca- 
tion. 


The elegant two-story house, 


the home of the Des Plaines His- 
torical Society, is located in the 
parking lot of First Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Assn. of Des 
Plaines. First Federal has been 
leasing the home to the society 
for $1 a year but needs the site 
for a drive-in facility. 


We support the council in its 


efforts to save the building. The 
Kinder home is perfect for the 
historical museum and will give 
future generations an apprecia- 
tion for the way Des Plaines' 
early families lived. 


Another historic home made 


headlines last week when it was 
revealed that the Des Plaines 
Park District is interested in the 
Wolfram homestead, now owned 
by the Neve sisters. 


Park officials are in prelimi- 


nary stages of investigating the 
purchase of the property, which 
includes an old Victorian home 


built by the Wolframs, another 
of Des Plaines' original families. 


The Neve sisters have stated 


firmly that they want to remain 
on their property and will not 
sell. 


We won't attempt to second- 


guess the intentions of the park 
district in purchasing the prop- 
erty, but we certainly hope park 
officials or any other buyer 
would preserve the home. 


Several other landmarks 
in 


Des Plaines, including the Soc- 
rates Rand mill and the Dr. 
Earle home on the corner of 
Rivet1 Road and Miner Street, 
also should be considered worth 
saving by Des Plaines officials. 


« 


We realize that property own- 


ers sometimes are unwilling to 
cooperate with officials in the 
purchase or renovation of histor- 
ical landmarks and that large 
amounts of money sometimes 
are necessary to preserve a 
building. However, the scarcity 
of such sites in the 
suburbs 


makes their preservation worth- 
while. 


A building should not be pre- 


served simply because it was 
built. But preserving lovely old 
buildings with truly his'toric in- 
terest should become a priority 
with city fathers. 


Historic sites marked 


In Palatine, village officials 


have taken an important step to- 
ward 
encouraging local resi- 


dents to recognize and preserve 
some of the fine old homes that 
d o t 
the village's tree-lined 


streets. 


Last week, village 
officials 


said that 19 homes believed to be 
at least 100 years old will re-, 
ceive plaques to mark them as 
village landmarks. 


Such a step, of course, does 


not 
absolutely protect 
these 


buildings of an earlier age from 
the threat of the wrecking ball. 


However, it's a program that 


should make residents aware 
that gracious old homes are an 


especially valuable part of their 
community. 


The village's historical site 


committee and the local histori- 
cal society have worked toge- 
ther on the project. The histori- 
cal society used 
information 


from the 1880 census to help se- 
lect the 19 houses which will re- 
ceive the plaques. 


Trustee Philip Stem would 


like to complete the project by 
July 4 and have it designated as 
a Bicentennial project. As we 
look back toward the roots of 
this nation's history, we can't 
think of a more appropriate way 
to highlight the history of the 
Northwest suburbs.

serving several fine old homes 
that once made up the tiny 
crossroads settlement in the 
shadow of St. Mary's Church.

I strongly oppose the park district 


board's consideration of a second ref- 
erendum to purchase the Arlington 
Ice Spectrum. 


Just six months ago, the voters of

purchase the arena. I would remind 
the board that desire was clearly ex- 
pressed by a significant margin of 3 
tol. 


The current petition drive, which

Dems leader seeks meet 
over delegate selection

State Democratic Chairman John 


Touhy Tuesday said he will seek a 
meeting within a week with Robert 
Strauss, chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee to settle the Illi- 
nois party's convention delegate selec- 
tion plan. 


Touhy told The Herald the Illinois 


Supreme Court rejection of a plan for 
delegate selection, "blocked party ef- 
forts to comply with national party 
rules." 


The situation leaves the party with 


no approved plan to pick its 169 dele- 
gates for the 1976 national convention. 
It also increases the likelihood the Illi- 
nois delegation will face a credentials 
challenge next year, political observ- 
ers noted. 


TOUHY SAID he spent most of the 


day Tuesday trying to arrange a 
meeting with national party officials 
in Washington. 


"We have to get this thing settled," 


Touhy added. 


He noted the party Is attempting to 


follow the national rules, which led to 
the ouster of Mayor Richard J. Daley 
In 1972 over a credentials challenge. 


The State supreme court rejected a 


plan which would give Daley greater 
control over the Illinois delegation at 
the expense of suburban and down- 
state districts. 


TOUHY WAS quick to explain the 


plan, which uses a formula based on 
the Democratic vote in the 1968 and 


1972 presidential elections and the 
1974 Democratic primary, will give 
Congressional districts represented by 
Democrats more delegates. 


Both Gov. Daniel Walker and the 


Citizen's for Illinois Government filed 
objections to the plan. An attorney for 
the Democratic National Committee 
asked the court to adopt the plan. 


Although candidates for convention 


delegate positions do not have to file 
nominating petitions until Jan. 7, 
Touhy said he has to inform each dis- 
trict on how many delegates1 they will 
have and establish a party-dictated 
affirmative action program to inform 
minorities of the delegate selection 
process. 


Party officials attempted to use the 


U.S. Supreme Court decision handed 
down in a 1972 delegate dispute as the 
basis for their argument for selection 
of the current plan. 


TOUHY SAID observers have noted 


the supreme court decision and an 
earlier ruling by the Illinois Board of 
Elections to reject the plan were de- 
feats for Daley, but he questioned the 
motives of the persons objecting to 
the plan. 


'We are trying to comply with the 


McGovern rules, but the liberals are 
trying to stop us from complying," 
Touhy said. 


He added the party does not want to 


elect a slate of delegates just to see 
them challenged and possibly barred 
from participating in the convention 
as in 1972,

Illinois residents paid an average 


$W)9 In taxes to state and local govern- 
ments in 1974 — the seventh highest 
average in the United States, the 
Commerce Clearing House recently 
stated, 


Illinois per capita tax 
average 


jumped from 14th in 1973 to 7th on the 
tax list, despite an average jump of 
$41 per person in taxes paid through- 
out the country, tho report said, 


Local residents paid $613 In taxes to 


state and local governments in 1973. 


PER-CAPITA state-local tax bur- 


dens — which increased in all states 
except Connecticut — ranged from a 
high of $952 in New York to a low of 
$383 per taxpayer in Alabama. The 
new York average passed $900 per ca- 
pita for the first time in history, the 
report said. 


New York ranked as the top tax 


state for the nintbj consecutive year. 


California ($762 in 1974) lost second 


place to Massachusetts ($767 in 1974), 
the report stated. 


At the bottom of the scale, seven 


states ranked under $450 — Alabama, 
Arkansas, Kentucky, Mississippi, Ok- 
lahoma, South Carolina and Ten- 
nessee. The median tax burden was 
$573 — an increase of $59 since 1973. 
The median tax burden state was 
Kansas. 


Increases in per capital tax burdens 


ranged from a low of $3 in Utah to a 
high of $U7 In Alaska. The per capi- 
ta burden in Conectlcut dropped $38 
from $727 to $689. Five states had in- 
creases of S'J5 or less and six states, 
Including Illinois, registered gains of 
at least $75, CCH reported. 


TOTAI, STATK and local tax collec- 


tions for fiscal 1974 were $130 billion, 
up $9.6 billion from $121 billion in 
W73 CCH said the 1974 collection fig- 
ures mark a jump of almost 100 per 
cent from revenue collected for fiscal 
intiB — $67 billion.

Political briefs 


Mikva urges letters 
to back U.S. cash 


U S. Rep Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, has urged local officials to 


begin a letter writing campaign to promote the renewal of the 
federal revenue-sharing program next year. 


Mikva, who had been optimistic about the federal program being 


renewed, said recently his "early optimism about the program has 
been slowly eroded " 


Mikva said testimony before U.S House subcommittee on Inter- 


governmental Relations and Human Resources has indicated there 
has been some misuse of funds. 


"I am disturbed by the level of criticism of revenue sharing that 


has come from public officials," Mikva said during a weekend 
meeting of local municipal officials in Skokie. 


He told them they should write personal letters urging renewal of 


the program, rather than having their village boards pass resolu- 
tions on the program. 


"There appears to be no constituency for federal revenue sharing 


except local public officials. A lobbying effort must be mounted to 
counteract the parade of horribles that was recited to the subcom- 
mittee in its hearing which ended Dec. 2. 


Mikva also released a survey of revenue sharing fund uses for 


towns In the 10th Congressional District which indicates the towns 
used 33 per cent of the money for public safety, 17 per cent on 
public transportation, 13 per cent on health and environmental pro- 
tection and another 15 per cent under the category of "multipur- 
pose government" 


Mikva said the results of the survey Indicated communities in the 


district are not wasting their funds. 


He added there are now two proposals before Congress One 


would renew the program with no major changes. The second 
would realign the allocation formula to favor big cities on a "need 
basis " Mikva said the affect of the second bill would reduce the 
amount suburban communities and townships receive from the pro- 
gram. 


He also noted his survey revealed local towns use the revenue 


sharing funds to pay abut 7 per cent of their budgets. 


Woman presidential candidate 


Ellen McCormack, a Democratic candidate for president being 


supported by the Pro-Life Action Committee, will appear at a re- 
ception at 3 p.m. Saturday at the Conrad Hilton Hotel, Chicago. 


McCormack, a columnist and manager of several successful con- 


gressional campaigns, is seeking the Democratic nomination for 
president. She is the first woman ever to run on the regular Demo- 
cratic ballot. 


The reception for McCormack is sponsored by the Illinois Feder- 


ation for Right to Life. She will run in the Massachusetts Presiden- 
tial primary in February. 


"The basic reason for my action is that there are certain prin- 


ciples in which I believe deeply, I believe in the right to life of 
every human being from the first moment of existence until the 
last moment of death," she said. 


High environment ratings

Several local legislators received high ratings for the recently 


completed session of the Illinois General Assembly from the Illinois 
Environmental Council. 


On a system which gave the lawmakers one point for each vote 


on environmental matters, State Representatives Aaron Jaffe, 
D-Skokie, and Richard Mugalian, D-Palatlne, received 17 and 16 
points respectively. 


State Rep Eugenia Chapman, D-Arlington Heights received a 15 
The results of the survey showed that suburban Democrats gener- 


ally received higher scores than Republicans on the environmental 
matters. 


The votes on which the ratings were based included legislating 


creating board to determine sites for electrical generating plants, 
creating scenic rivers and creating a consumer protection act ad- 
ministered by a consumer advocate.

separation of church and state, juvenile and student rights and 
defendants' rights. 


Included in the bills used to develop the rating was a bill in- 


troduced by Jaffe, which provides new controls over eavesdropping 
procedures in Illinois.

Approxi- 
mately half the store's sales of wall- 
paper and paint are retail transac- 
tions, and the remaining are whole- 
sale business. 


When the Fancy 
Colours store 


recently was moved to larger quar- 
ters, the plans centered on devel- 
opment of paint, wallpaper and sun- 
dries sales. "We're not a home im- 
provement store," Sennese said. 


He has experience as a national 


paint sales manager for a paint firm. 
His parents, Joseph and Kathryn Sen- 
nese, operated a paint and hardware 
store on Chicago's south side for 
many years. They serve as secretary- 
treasurer and vice president of Fancy 
Colours, respectively. 


H o m e fix-up supplies have a 


bright future despite the ups and 
downs of the economy, Sennese said 
"A sluggish economy is always good 
for paint and wallpaper, as long as 
people don't have enough money to 
relocate but have enough money to re- 
decorate," he said. 


"TO A DEGREE, the industry is i se- 


cession-proof," said Jack Fulweiler, 
director of research for the National 
Decorating Products Assn., St. Louis, 
Mo. He said many retailers report 
slow sales of paint and wallpaper dur- 
ing the past two years, however 


"The dollar volume of wallcovering 


sold is growing, although the number 
of rolls is -less," Fulweiler said 
"Wallcoverings starting 
about 10 


years ago had about a 15 per cent in- 
crease a year until two years ago 
Then they hit a plateau." 


Part of the decline is pegged to one 


major manufacturer's departure from 
the business and dramatic increases 
in imported wallcovering prices. "A 
$20 roll might have gone up to $60 or 
$70 a roll," Fulweiler said. 


Total U S. wallcovering retail sales 


amounted to 730 million during 1973, 
Fulweiler said. He estimates that 160 
million rolls of wallpaper are sold an- 
nually in the U.S. A decline in hous- 
ing construction during the past two 
years affected wallpaper and paint 
sales. 


Paint sales in the United States to- 


taled 434 million gallons during 1973 in 
the trade sales market. The sales 
amount to $1.66 billion. Fulweiler said 
the 1973 reports from the U. S. Dept 
of Commerce should be considered 
along with the association's recent 
survey of 600 member firms. The as- 
sociation's survey indicates that sales 
as of the third quarter of 1975 in- 
creased 12 per cent above 1974 sales 


A number of home decorating prod- 


ucts retailers are experimenting with 
new merchandising techniques, Ful- 
weiler said. There is skepticism of the 
instant decorating sales appeal, how- 
ever. "People may be afraid they 
won't measure right," Fulweiler said. 
"They want someone to- hold their 
hand."

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'New' protection 
plan a gimmick: 
service manager

American Motors' new Service Pro- 


tection Plan, which will be ballyhooed 
in January as an auto industry first 
on the consumer front, really isn't so 
revolutionary. 


"There's nothing new about it. It's 


what we've been doing all along," 
said Chuck Smgsime. service man- 
ager for North Shore Motors, Wheel- 
ing. 


The three-point plan promises AMC 


car owners a free, written cost esti- 
mate on all repairs, customer in- 
spection of replaced parts, and a 
three-month, 3,000-mile guarantee on 
parts and labor, regardless of car 
model or year. 


In its press release announcing the 


program, AMC acknowledged that 
dealers already warrant their service 
work, but the company contended the 
dealers "until now had no vehicle for 
advertising this," 


"IT'S A PROMOTION gimmick," 


Singslme said. "It's going to Instill 
customer confidence, which is what 
we need in this business." 


However. Singslme added, the pro- 


tection AMC customers got Informally 
before the promotion of this plan was 
actually greater: AMC dealers' repair 
guarantee was for three months and 
4.000 miles instead of 3,000 miles, he 
said. 


The company contends the plan is 


unique because it "includes body and 
paint, sublet and insurance repairs, 
and is good at any AMC dealership in 
the United States or Canada." 


AMC customers are entitled, under 


the plan, to free repairs by any AMC 
dealer on any service job that proves 
defective, thus protecting car owneis 
away from home. But local AMC rep- 
resentatives differed as to whether 
customers would actually be served 
free or be reimbursed. 


QUESTIONS ALSO remain as to 


w h e t h e r the plan's requirements 
might encourage some service man- 
agers to over-estimate 
to protect 


themselves 
("definitely," 
Smgsime 


predicted), whether parts will be re- 
placed more readily — rather than re- 
paired — in order to show customers 
that work was done and whether the 
additional paperwork will raise costs. 


"It's a lot of paperwork," Smgsime 


said "And it'll waste a lot of my 
time to look up prices to the penny for 
estimates, make repeated calls to a 
customer to clear every move, wait to 
hear from him — someone's going to 
pay for that time " 


AMC in 1971 was the first auto 


maker to introduce a Buyer Protec- 
tion Plan going significantly beyond 
then-existing warranty coverage. Un- 
like that plan, however, the Service 
Protection Plan is the responsibility 
of each dealer to administer and un- 
derwrite AMC steps in only in case of 
disputes. 


Petroleum group tells 
where gas money goes 


NEW YORK (UPI)-The motorist 


Petroleum Institute says, 
"has a legitimate concern" about the 
rising price of gasoline, the American 
Petroleum Instituo says. 


"The price of gasoline has been ris- 


ing over the past two or three years 
and, quite frankly, the motorist won- 
ders why," the API said. 


"Are the oil companies ripping him 


off at the pump? What about those 
windfall profits he's been reading 
about? Are they the reason the price 
has risen'" 


No, said the API in a recent report 


breaking down where every penny of 
the price of a gallon of regular gas— 
a procedure it notes is difficult to do 
with any precision. 


API SAID ACTUAL costs vary sub- 


stantially among oil companies for a 
number of reasons: type of crude oil 
used, where it comes from and at 
what price, refinery efficiency; trans- 
portation 
and 
marketing 
factors 


among others To break out one prod- 
uct — in this case motor gasoline — 
from the many products made from 
crude oil in the refinery stream can 
result at best in a "guestimate," the 
API said. 


Bearing alt this in mind, it offers 


the following: 


Out of a hypothetical gallon of regu- 


lar gasoline costing 58.7 cents at the 
pump, the API said, the oil company 
makes an average of 2 cents profit. 


The API noted in using the profit 


figure of 2 cents per gallon that, while 
Exxon has reported making that 


much, Standard of California says it 
earns 1.5 cents, Mobil 1.4 cents, and 
Phillips Petroleum and Texaco one 
cent. 


"This profit may be derived 


from the sale of crude oil, from mar- 
keting operations, or from a com- 
bination of operations in the produc- 
tion, refining and marketing areas, 
depending on the individual com- 
pany," the API explained. 


THE LARGEST single piece of the 


pie is the 21.5 cents, or 36.7 per cent 
of the total, that goes to cover the 
cost of crude oil at the wellhead, ac- 
cording to the API. 


The next largest chunk is the 12 


cents, or 20.4 per cent of the total, for 
state and federal taxes. The federal 
excise tax is 4 cents per gallon. While 
state taxes vary, the API assumed 
an average of 8 cents per gallon in 
its calculations. 


The third largest piece of the 58.7- 


cent pie is the 10.7 cents, or 18.2 per 
cent, that goes to the dealer "to cover 
his operating costs at the service sta- 
tion, and, hopefully, "a profit for his 
endeavors." 


According to the API breakdown, 7 


cents, or 11.9 per cent, covers trans- 
portation costs; two cents for trans- 
portation of crude to the refinery, 
three cents for moving gasoline to the 
terminal, and another two cents to get 
it from the terminal to the service 
station. 


The API also figures 4 5 cents, 7 7 


per cent, covers oil company market- 
ing costs, and 3 cents, or 51 per cent, 
refinery operations and maintenance.

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'Retail theit' target of legislation 
Law cracks down on shoplifters 


Shoplifters can be prosecuted under 


a strict new Illinois law, said the state 
law 
enforcement director 
Harvey 


Johnson. 


"The law creates the crime of 're- 


tail theft' as a separate definition 
within the theft statutes," Johnson 


said. He said theft is one reason for 
rising retail prices in Illinois. 


"Our own figures, compiled from 


nearly 1,000 police agencies in Illinois, 
show there were 175,307 thefts report- 
ed to police in 1974," Johnson said. 
"This is theft of all categories and 


CMC says November car sales up 


General Motors Corp. reports it de- 


livered 443,493 new passenger cars 
and commercial vehicles to dealers 
during November. 


Mack Worden, GM vice president in 


charge of marketing staff, said the 
figure includes delivery of 352,178 cars 
and 91,315 commercial vehicles. 


"The sales performance by General 


Motors dealers in the month of No- 
vember continues lo exhibit the kind 


of strength we had anticipated," 
Worden said. "Passenger car sales on 
a daily basis during the month were 
35.2 per cent ahead of the sales pace 
in November last year. 


"Passenger car sales during the fi- 


nal period of November exceeded last 
year's pace on a daily basis by 1-15 
per cent," he said. GM calendar year 
sales total 3,420,212 passenger cars 
and 953,592 commercial vehicles. 


costs the public $34.7 million in prop- 
erty losses. Shoplifting alone account- 
ed for $1,255,698 of that figure. 


"FOR A MERCHANT to stay in 


business, part of this cost, if not all of 
it, must be passed on to you, the con- 
sumer. It's either higher prices to you 
or insurance rates for him and on 
both counts you, the buyer losses,'' 
Johnson said. Preventative measures 
cost the retailer extra money, he said. 


Shoplifting was a misdemeanor un- 


til Gov. Daniel Walker signed the new 
legislation Oct. 1. The new law will 
allow the merchant to sue the offen- 
der for civil damages of $100 to $500. 


The store does not have to wait for a 
conviction verdict or a guilty plea to 
initiate the suit. 


"Taken seriously and enforced, this 


new law could easily bring the cost of 
merchandise back down 10 per cent 
whether it be men's socks or salad 
dressing," Johnson said. He estimates 
that consumers pay 10 to 33 per cent 
more for goods because of shoplifting 
activity. 


In addition to general theft, the defi-

Greeting card 
industry braces 
for 13c stamp 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - With the 


price of a first class stamp about to 
jump to 13 cents after the holidays, 
the greeting card industry believes 
there could be a boom next year in 
postcard greetings. 


The reason is obvious. A Christmas 


postcard next year could go for 10 
cents, three cents less than the tradi- 
tional card-and-envelope. 


Only a few postcards are on the 


market so far from two big manufac- 
turers and UNICEF, the United Na- 
tions organization that traditionally 
sells Christmas cards, says Harry 
Cooper of the National Association of 
Greeting 
Card Publishers. Cooper 


thinks greeting cards are a matter of 
tradition based on the idea of con- 
fidentiality with a sealed envelope, es- 
pecially when senders write messages 
on care's. 


He s,iid the first Christmas cards 90 


years ago were postcards. 


Meanwhile, the publishers' trade 


group favors legislation pending in 
Congress to freeze the first class rate 
nt 10 cents for individual users. 


Cooper said this could be accom- 


plished by using a special stamp for 
personal mall. A severe penalty could 
be levied to discourage use of the 10- 
cent rate for other than personal pur- 
poses. 


Otherwise, Cooper said, business in 


the greeting card Industry appears to 
be good this year, recession or no.

proved, 


THE WOULD MARKET for farm 


commodities has been enlarged by in- 
creasing population, rising living stan- 
dards, and the increasing willingness 
of Communist countries to import 
grain, he added, noting that the elimi- 
nation of surplus commodity stocks 
has removed an important price de- 
pressing factor. 


Because of increased world demand 


in the past three years, he said, farm 
prices generally have moved well 
above government support levels and 
significant progress has been made 
toward the goal of replacing govern- 


ment farm programs with a market- 
oriented agriculture. 


A c r e a g e set-aside requirements 


have been suspended for the 1974-76 
wheat, feed grain, and cotton crops. 
Mandatory planting restrictions have 
been removed from all crops except 
tobacco, peanuts and extra long staple 
cotton. Direct export subsidies have 
been terminated and import restric- 
tions have been relaxed. 


Kuhfuss, recently named to Presi- 


dent Ford's Advisory Committee for 
Trade Negotiations, said record crop 
production and farmers' increasing 
dependence on export market raises 
questions about the possibility of a re- 
turn to the surplus conditions of a few 
years ago. 


"UNDER A market-oriented agri- 


culture stocks will, of course, rise in 
some years and there will be periods 
of uncertainty, but if we can maintain 
and improve our access to world mar- 
kets, we should be able to avoid 
serious surplus problems," he said. 


In order to maintain and expand ex- 


ports, Kuhfuss said "we need to avoid 
government loan rates that would 
price our products out of world mar- 
kets. 


"We need also to avoid export con- 


trols which damage the reputation of 
the United States as a reliable source 
of supply and to persuade other coun- 
tries to reduce their trade barriers,'' 
he said.

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Mothed, daughter in prestige business 
Exec headhunters a family team 


NEW YORK (UPI) - From the 


time she was 10, Jan Cris would greet 
her mother every evening by asking: 
"How many people did you place to- 
day, Mommy?" 


Mommy, who Is Helen Cris, worked 


for an employment agency in those 
days. Nowadays she runs Cris Associ- 
ates. Inc., a placement and recruiting 
bureau for financial and accounting 
executives up to the $100.000 a year 
level that may be the only mother and 
daughter business of its kind. 


"Jan astonished me when she was 


about to graduate from college by 
saying, 'Mother, I want to come in 
with you,' " Helen Cris explained. "I 
told her I was amazed because I don't 


think I would have wanted to work for 
my mother," 


THAT WAS FOUR YEARS ago and 


Jan, still in her early twenties, is re- 
cruiting and finding jobs for execu- 
tives much older than herself at top 
salaries. 


Helen Cris started her business 14 


years ago "because I found out I was 
working for a male chauvinist. He 
told me bluntly that, even though I 
had brought in a big share of his busi- 
ness that year, he wasn't willing to 
pay me what he would have to pay a 
man for the same job." 


She thought it over awhile, marched 


into the chauvinist's office and quit. 


Then she went to First National 


City Bank and asked for a substantial 
loan. "Where are you working," the 
man asked. 


"I'm not," she answered. 
..'BUT WE DON'T lend to people 


who aren't working," he said, and 
waited for her to get up and leave. 


Instead, she didn't budge in her 


chair until she had talked the man 
into approving the loan. 


Her business has been very success- 


ful and Mrs. Cris attributes it in part 
to a decision to specialize in placing 
and recruiting financial and account- 
ing executives and to acquiring an ex- 
pertise in those fields — but only in 
part. 


"I think that in the personnel busi- 


ness what counts most is under- 
standing people and caring 
about 


them," she said. "I've always cared a 
lot about individuals and so does 
Jan." 


Mrs. Cris said she got into person- 


nel entirely by accident. When her ex- 
husband's business failed, she went 
out looking for work. One of the first 
places where she applied was an em- 
ployment agency. The boss who inter- 
viewed her — not the male chauvinist 
who came later in her career — liked 
her so much he hired her himself. 


"I placed 10 persons in jobs the first 


week," she recalls, "and that's why 
Jan got in the habit of asking that 
monotonous question every night."

Paper crunch, con artists ciled 


Sivindlers force end of ornate stocks 


by LEROY POPE 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The stock 


certificate, often hailed as the arche- 
typal triumph of the engravers' art, 
has become an arch-villain in the eyes 
of much of the financial community. 


Banks and brokers for some time 


have wanted to get rid of the fancy 
certificates because they say their 
physical transfer is a cumbersome 
burden that could throttle the whole 
mechanism of the industry. Physical 
transfer of stock certificates played a 
considerable part in the back office 
"paper crunch" that hit the market a 
few years ago. 


Now there Is an urgent new reason 


to eliminate the stock certificate, says 
Charles F. Ducie Jr., a vice president 
of First National Bank of Boston, 
which is pressing its Transfer Agency 
Depository System as a method of 
stock transfer. 


He says the ornate certificate is be- 


coming the chief tool used in modern 
stock swindles. 


"STOCK SWINDLING nowadays is 


largely a matter of counterfeiting 
stock certificates or of illegally selling 
by means of misrepresentations of 
genuine but unregistered shares that 
are not readily negotiable," he ex- 
plained. "Both require the use of a 
stock certificate which will impress 


the buyer or lending bank officer 
enough so that he doesn't investigate 
properly." 


For example, the SEC has accused 


an American firm in Geneva of 
swindling investors, mainly in the 
United States, of $280 million by sell- 
ing unregistered stocks through mis- 
representations. 


The counterfeit stock certificates ei- 


ther are outright forgeries or certifi- 
cates of nonexistent companies whose 
names sound almost identical to gen- 
uine blue chip firms. 


The swindlers have switched to 


counterfeits and illegal sale to the 
public of unregistered stock because 
the old boiler room promotion of new 
issues just doesn't work any more. 
The suckers won't buy new issues. 


DOING AWAY WITH the stock cer- 


tificate and using the Transfer Agen- 
cy Depository System or one very 
similar to it would deprive the swind- 
ler of his stock in trade, Ducie pointed 
out. 


Every bank officer making a loan 


on stocks and every broker buying or 
selling stocks- is forced by the new 
system to check every aspect of every 
deal by instantaneous computer query 
and that foils the swindler. 


However, in selling his TAD system 


to brokerage houses and banks, Ducie 
puts more emphasis on its time and 


money savings and convenience than 
on foiling swindlers. 


"Although stock counterfeiting is a 


big deal, the regular problems of the 
industry are more important," he 
said. Straight economic considerations 
will dictate the ultimate almost total 
disappearance of the ornate certifi- 
cate, he feels. This means that all the 
millions of genuine stock certificates 
now in the possession of shareholders 
ultimately will be surrendered to des- 
ignated depository institutions. 


IN REPLACEMENT the 
stock- 


holder will get a computer statement 
from the depositor bank showing his 
holdings and his most recent transac- 
tion in the stock with a taxpayer's 
identification number. 


Ducie said with the TAD system all 


transactions generally will be com- 
plete and statements delivered in 
about 24 hours. The delivery of stock 
certificates can take days or even 
weeks under adverse circumstances. 


One obstacle to the spread of the 


new system, Ducie conceded, is the 
"Aunt Minnies" who control a lot of 
the country's wealth and who aren't 
eager to give up their beautiful stock 
certificates. 


"But the Aunt Minnies aren't stu- 


pid," he said. "They'll eventually see 
the light."

In wake of UN 'racism? vote 
American Jews launch 
boycott against Mexico

Thousands 
of 
American Jewish 


tourists are boycotting Mexican resort 
areas because of Mexico's recent vote 
in the United Nations equating Zion- 
ism with racism, a nationwide survey 
showed Tuesday. 


"The Jewish community feels that 


their only weapon to show the Mexi- 
can government their disdain is an 
economic weapon," said E'l Siegel. 
owner of Forbes Travel Service in 
Pittsburgh.

Property sale set 
for delinquent taxes 


The annual Cook County sale of 


properties with delinquent real estate 
taxes will run through Feb. 5,1976. 


C o u n t y Treasurer Edward J. 


Rosewell said owners of property of- 
fered for sale have not paid their 1974 
real estate taxes. The purchaser can 
take control of the property if the 
taxes and interest are not paid within 
two years after the sale. 


Rosewell said all persons owing 


hack taxes have been notified by cer- 
tified letter of the impending sale. H* 
said most of the property involved Is 
in inner-city Chicago. 


"We've had dozens of cancellations 


to Acapulco and Mexico City," he 
said. "The Jewish people tell me they 
will not go to a country that calls Is- 
rael racist." 


IN NEW YORK City, Connie Goid- 


meer. an owner of Celebrity Travel 
Service. s«id. "Some people are talk- 
ing about 75 per cent cancellation, we 
have total cancellations — everybody 
who is Jewish has canceled. "Oh," she 
added, "maybe there are a few still 
going, but it is almost total. A lot of 
people who are in sympathy have can- 
celled." 


Shortly after the Nov. 10 U N. vote, 


David M. Blumbert, president of 
B'Nai B'rith, announced in New York 
City: 


"In reviewing our travel program, 


we have cancelled scheduled tours to 
Mexico and Brazil and we're consid- 
ering similar action suspending en- 
couragement of tourism to those coun- 
tries whose governments refuse to 
take a stand against political anti- 
Semitism." 


Richard Cohen, a spokesman for the 


A m e r i c a n Jewish Congress, said 
Tuesday, "We have suspended 
our 


1976 travel programs to Mexico." Co- 
hen said this included 22 tours of 
nearly 1,000 members of the AJC. 


"From everything we've seen, our 


people don't want to go to Mexico," 
he said. 


In Mexico City, officials indicated 


there had been at least 30,000 tourist 
cancellations since the U.N. vote Nov. 
10. 


MJCIO MONTE RO, director and 


manager of the Mexican Hotel and 
Motel Association, said he feared 
tourist losses "may be irreparable." 


He said Acapulco, Mexico City, 


Guadalajara and Puerto Vallarta — 
the nation's main tourist spots — 
were the most vulnerable, and that 
Acapulco had been the hardest hit 


The vote itself, and the resulting up- 


roar it caused, has forced Mexican 
government leaders to reassess their 
decision to back the resolution, the 
Mexico City morning newspaper El 
Universal said Tuesday. 


The paper said that Mexico has 


made a "180 degree turn" in its for- 
eign policy position following Foreign 
Secretary Emilio 0. Rabasa's state- 
ment in Tel Aviv that "Zionism is not 
racism." 


On Dec. 1. Rabasa left suddenly for 


Israel. After a weeklong visit, which 
included talks with top government 


leaders, he announced, 


"I CAN SAY THAT there is no dis- 


crimination in Israel and, where there 
is no discrimination a racist state 
cannot exist," he said. 


In city after city around the United 


States, travel agencies and Jewish 
groups reported 
growing bitterness 


against Mexico. 


In Memphis, Tenn., Jack Lieber- 


man, 
executive director of the Mem- 


phis Jewish Community Relations 
Council, said, "There are national 
tours which we are part of and we 
have several national 
organizations 


that have planned trips to Mexico. 
The local organizations here are pres- 
suring the national organizations to 
cancel their tours." 


In Miami, Ben 
Volpe of Volpe 


Tours, whose clients are 90 per cent 
Jewish, said he had "a lot" of cancel- 
lations. 


He said the same day after the U.N. 


vote, two couples came in and can- 
celled Mexico tours, forfeiting $200 
penalty for late cancellation, and then 
paid over $500 more each to go to 
Hawaii instead. 


ONE OF THE MEN, Martin Silver, 


told Bon Voyage, "We'd feel guilty if 
we spent that money in Mexico, 
where we're not welcome. That vote 
was anti-Semitic." 


In Dallas, Harry R. Rosen, execu- 


tive director of the Dallas Jewish 
Community Center, said the boycott 
idea had been heavily discussed. 


"The trend seems to be to retract 


any plans for trips that individuals or 
communities are directing to Mexico 
or any other country that voted for 
the United Nations issue or who ab- 
stained from it," he said. 


In San Francisco, Rita Semel, co-

He joins a company of 
people who have knocked over a leg- 
end and who come out in history like 
a guy who would attack a statue with 
a hammer or put his feet on a Chip- 
pendale. 


You have to understand, in the little 


world of football, the name John 
Unitas is up for sainthood If he were 
English, it would be "Sir John." He's 
on a pedestal. You talk of him in 
awed whispers. You take your hat off 
passing his house. You go to one knee 
in front of his picture. Laid end-to- 
end, his passing yardage would criss- 
cross the country like Route 66. He 
once threw three touchdown passes in 
47 straight games. The only thing in 
sports that can touch that is Di- 
Maggio's 56-game hitting streak. 


Rut the thing that Johnny U did best 


was, He Stayed In The Pocket. He 
wns a classic standup passer. He was

The first time Francis Tarkenton 


showed up in the pro-set, T, The Es- 
tablishment couldn't have been more 
shocked if someone had showed up in 
the Vatican in shorts.

He 
looked like a guy stealing a loaf of 
bread. He not only ran out of the 
pocket, he damn near ran out of the 
stadium.

Trilobites thrived in ancient seas

WHAT ARE TRILOBITES? 


When the earth was very young, the 


tritobites were the most important an- 
imals in the world. They thrived in 
the ancient seas for perhaps 400 mil- 
lion years — and then they died out. 
The trilobites became extinct more 
than 200 million years ago. 


If your hobby is collecting fossils, 


you are sure to have the remains of a 
trlloblte. It looks like a shiny black 
bean with lines across and down its 
back. Often the fossil is merely the 
shell, or exoskeleton, shed by a once- 
living trllobite. These fossils are quite 
plentiful and usually embedded in the 
rocks. 


The trilobite story begins 600 million 


years ago, when the seas were less 
salty and no plant or animal lived on 
the bare land. But there was teeming 
life in the seas. There were all sorts 
of wormy little creatures — and the 
super-superior trilobites. 


The word trilobite means a creature 


with three lobes, or sections. The av- 
erage trilobite had a head, a tail and

a fancy shell called an exoskeleton. 
The shell on his back was marked 
with two sets of grooves. There was a 
ladder of small grooves from side to 
side. From end to end there were two 
deeper grooves, which divided the 
body into the three lobes for which the 
critter is named. 


The center lobe formed a hump 


over the main part of the body. The 
two side lobes formed a humo over 
the main part of the body. The two 
side lobes formed thin shields over 
rows of legs on each side of the flat- 
tish body. A trilobite had a head" and 
usually a pair of antennae, a mouth 
but no jaws to chomp tough food. As a 
rule he had a pair of eyes. In some 
cases they were held up on stalks. 
Other trilobites had splendid complex 
eyes with perhaps 1,000 facets. All 
types had gilts to take dissolved oxy- 
gen from the water — and the gills 
were in the legs. 


More than 12,000 different trilobite 


species have been found, and no doubt 
there were many more. Many of them 
were about as big as coffee beans, 
though a few giants were 27 inches 
long. A few fossilized trlobite eggs 
have been found. Scientists suspect 
that they developed through a larva 


stage — and that the adults often shed 
their shells. 


The trilobites became extinct in the 


Permian Period, which ended about 
185 million years ago. However, we 
still find a place for them In our ani- 
mal classifications in the huge phy- 
lum Arthropoda — which includes our 
modern shrimps, lobsters and all the 
teeming insects.

Many insects live through four 


stages as they grow up. They start out 
as eggs and hatch into hungry cater- 
pillars. Then they go into the restful 
pupa stage. Actually the pupa is a 
cozy little case, inside which the in- 
sect is remodeling its entire body. At 
last it is ready for the final, grown-up 
stage of its life. When the pupa opens, 
out comes a winged insect — which 
may be a velvety moth or a gorgeous 
butterfly. 


The pupa stage may be either a 


chrysalis or a cocoon. The chrysalis is 
a crisp coat, somewhat like a shell 
and just big enough to enfold the in-

Squirrels go (coco)nuts 


over this gym-feeder 


by MARIANNE SCOTT 


Researchers tell us that squirrels don't really know where they've 


buried those nuts, so like the birds, they, too, appreciate a free 
handout of holiday treats. 


Maybe you haven't put the squirrels on your Christmas list, but 


here's a gift they or your squirrel watcher friends will really dig. 
It's a combination squirrely gym and squirrely buffet server you 
can make yourself from coconut shells hung on chains. 


The antics and ingenuity of the squirrels as they partake of the 


buffet make for hours of great squirrel watching. They jump, spin, 
hang upside down, stretch and bounce, enjoying every minute of 


the challenge. A really smart squirrel can learn to hoist the shell 
by drawing up the chain — boatswain style! 


.Yes, some of the catalogs sell these gyms, but it doesn't take the 


squirrels long to gnaw through the cords and break the thin fiber- 
glass shells. 


TO MAKE your own sturdy gym select coconuts with the thick- 


est shells, those that sound as if there is less milk inside. Drill two 
holes in the roundest end (like you do for evaporated milk cans), 
pour off the liquid, then saw off that end. Do not saw without 
draining or you'll have sticky goo all over the floor. 


Scoring the coconut fruit and removing with a sturdy spoon is 


next. Save the fruit for scrumptious people nibbling. 


Now, take a very long screw hook — at least three or four inches. 


Drill a small hole in the center of the closed, pointed end (it's the 
thickest end), fill with epoxy or good outdoor glue and twist in the 
screw. The screw hook is now protruding from the inside of the 
shell with the hook extending past or at least almost reaching the 
open end of the shell. 


Attach chain to the hook and dangle the shell to make sure it, 


hangs plumb and even while the glue is drying. You may wish to 
shim the hook with wadded newspapers during the drying. 


THE CHAIN may be any length you wish. To give extra bounce, 


our five, hanging at different lengths, are suspended from a rope 
stretched between two trees. They can also be hung individually 
from tree branches. 


For a holiday touch you can add bells (to alert the squirrel 


watchers) tied on with red bows. 


Fill with nuts and get a front row seat for the "show." Birds, 


too, will enjoy the buffet. 


Hmm-m-m-m, this looks mighty interesting. 
Just checking for any last tidbits.

The history of women 


It's told in their needlework 


Elizabeth Hiddleson, Bertha Stenge, 


Prudence Punderson. 


These three women are experts and 


innovators in the needle arts, but 
their names can't be found in history 
books, and few museums have any 
record that they ever lived. 


A needlework historian in Pitts- 


burgh thinks the talents of these three 
needlewomen and thousands of others 
have gone unnoticed because they 
lived in a society which has tradi- 
tionally considered art a manly enter- 
prise unsuitable for women. 


Rachel Maines became an avid stu- 


dent of the history of needlework 
three years ago when she decided to 
compile a bibliography of it and could 
find only how-to books and collections 
of patterns. 


"THE ONLY REASON I could find 


for the almost total absence of any 
serious discussion of needlework as an 
art was that it's a woman's art. In 
that single moment I became a femin- 


ist and a needlework historian," Ms. 
Maines said. 


She now teaches a course at the 


University of Pittsburgh, "Needle- 
work as a History of Women," and 
has helped found the Center for the 
History of American Needlework. 


In her three years of study, Ms. 


Maines found one book that reviewed 
the history of the various forms of 
needlework: embroidery, crewel, cro- 
chet, netting, quilting, macrame and 
others. It is out of print. 


Ms. Maines called the needle-wom- 


an a camouflage artist, usually a 
woman who turned to needlework be- 
cause society would have laughed if 
she had said she wanted to paint or 
sculpt. 


"NEEDLEWORK was an accept- 


able thing for* women to do with their 
time because the product was always 
functional," Ms. Maines said. 


"If a man saw his wife crocheting a 


bedspread, that was all right because 
it would keep them warm at night. 
But can you imagine if he saw her 


standing in a corner painting a land- 
scape?" 


Because society saw needlework as 


a functional domestic art and not a 
serious means of expression, 
Ms. 


Maines said women were able to 
weave their secret political and social 
views into their fabric. 


One of her favorite stories involves 


the Secession Quilt, completed in 1850 
in Yancy, S.C., by Mrs. P. D. Cook. 


MRS. COOK'S husband was a Con- 


federate soldier, and Yancy a typi- 
cally militant southern town. Ms. 
Maines maintains the needlewoman 
really was a unionist. 


"That quilt is full of standard sym- 


bols of federal union, like eagles and 
George Washington and grapes, the 
symbol for peace. I don't think she 
believed in secession at all. She really 
pulled the wool over his toes, though," 
Ms. Maines said. 


"Every piece of needlework tells 


you something 
about the needle- 


woman," she said. 


"Sometimes the stitches are loose 


and relaxed, sometimes they are 
very, very tiny and tight, conveying 
an anger or frustration that had no 
other outlet. 


"For some women, everything they 


wanted to say in their life had to go 
into the needlework. They had no 
vote, no other means of expression," 
she said. 


THE CENTER which Ms. Maines 


helped found is dedicated to estab- 
lishing needlwork as a legitimate art 
form with a long and glorified past. 


She and more than 30 other suppor- 


ters have collected almost 800 needle- 
work pieces, slides of other work and 
taped interviews with needlewomen. 


As their 
collection grows, Ms. 


Maines hopes she and other needle- 
work historians will be able to use 
this unexplored source to fill in many 
missing links in the history of the 
American woman. 


"Needlwork is the only tangible his- 


tory of women we have," said Ms. 
Maines.

The lady 
& the law

Which legal questions are up- 


permost in a woman's mind? I 
found the answer to that question 
several weeks ago when I spoke 
to a group of women. They repre- 
sented a cross-section of home- 
makers with and without children, 
working wives and mothers, sin- 
gles and active retired persons. 


They were concerned more with 


the hereafter than the here and 
now and with good reason. Ob- 
viously, we have to plan ahead for 
a time when we won't be around 
to express or carry out our wishes 
and must depend upon someone 
else to do it. 


I answered the question "Does a 


woman need a will?" and came to 
the conclusion that since that 
question has been repeated and 
answered many times in this col- 
umn that I should put together a 
pamphlet on the subject for Her- 
ald readers. I am preparing one 
which will be written in simple, 
non-legalese language and will let 
you know when it is available and 
how you may receive a copy. 


In the meantime, I'd like to an- 


swer another question that is 
frequently asked and that was an- 
other subject of discussion among 
the women. 


• Why does it take a year or 


longer to probate an estate? 


If you'd like a more detailed 


(but by no means a complete) an- 
swer, you might wish to read 
"Settlement of an Estate," a col- 
umn which appeared Oct. 30, 1974. 
(The Herald library staff in the 
Arlington Heights office can make 
a copy for you for 25 cents, or you 
may go there and read their 
files.) 


In summary, one reason is that 


there is a nine-month period in 
which creditors are permitted to 
file their claims against the estate 
in question. The second reason is 
that the executor or administrator 
has many duties to perform, some 
enumerated and anticipated, oth- 
ers springing up unexpectedly. 
The executor who is responsible 
for handling the estate must be 
given an opportunity to conduct, 
in an orderly fashion, the transfer 
of assets to persons who are en- 
titled to receive them. 


Briefly, the executor's duties in- 


clude gathering assets, paying 
bills and taxes, negotiating with 
creditors and claimants, and also, 
in some instances, selling certain 
properties in order to distribute 
the assets. He or she must also 
defend lawsuits when they arise 
and this really drags out a pro- 
b a t e matter, sometimes for 
years! 


• What if the estate is a small 


one, does the same procedure 
have to be followed? 


In Illinois if the estate is less 


than $5,000, you do not have to go 
through probate. Usually 
the 


$5,000 is in a joint bank account 
and the survivor simply goes to 
the bank where he or she is asked 
to sign the proper paper, before 
withdrawing the funds. 


• Has or will any bill be In- 


troduced to raise the widow's de- 
duction? 


I think you're referring to the 


federal income tax deduction. If 
you are, the $60,000 is for every- 
one and as far as I know there is 
no change anticipated or in the 
process of being made. 


• How can senior citizens get 


help or advice on collecting for 
h o s p i t a l expenses when Blue 
Cross refuses for a paltry reason? 


With all the fine print a person 


must read these days in order to 
function in this complex world, I 
hate to remind you to do it again 
with your Blue Cross policy. Be- 
lieve it or not, you'll probably find

the situation explained in it. Blue 
Cross does not cover everything. 
For instance, in some instances, 
you have to be in the hospital 24 
hours before you can recover. 


If you do not understand your 


policy, ask to have it explained to 
you. It is your right to ask. I also 
suggest that if you are active in a 
senior citizen group, you form a 
study group and get a Blue Cross 
representative or one who under- 
stands it to come and explain 
Blue Cross. Or perhaps a few of 
you might get together and dis- 
cuss it among yourselves. 


• What should I do if my child 


is involved in a police action? 


If or when it happens, I suggest 


you call your lawyer immediately. 
Children are entitled to the same 
rights as adults and also to be 
represented by an attorney no 
matter what the circumstances 
might be. But any child old 
enough to travel alone should be 
instructed: be polite and answer 
the officer's questions regarding 
name, 
address and 
telephone 


number, age; ask to call home; 
do not resist arrest even if it is 
unlawful. (By the way, no grown- 
up is entitled to do that either.)

Christmas luminaria kits go on sale 


The age-old custom from Mexico of 


glowing luminaria lining the walks 
and driveways during Christmas Eve 
has been adopted in the United States 
and is growing in popularity \v|th 
each holiday season. 


The luminaria is simply a plumb- 


er's candle inside a brown paper bag 
with enough sand to hold the candle 
erect. With many of these lighted and 
placed no further apart than 10 feet in 
a single row to outline the walk and 
drive at Individual homes, the sight is 
breathtaking to those outdoors in the 
area on Chrstmas Eve.

Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Failure to 


extend 1973 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


, "The President, in the absence of 
an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


aside White House veto threats and 


0 MORNING'- 


warned Simon not to "play chicken'' 
with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n' g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, and 
the Democratic-controlled 


Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. 
Walter Mondale, 
D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and "I do 


not think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
•'work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor. 


Long officially laid aside until next 


year the House-passed tax bill, which 
contains hundreds of pages of "re- 
form" measures in addition to exten- 
sion of tax cuts. 


Several Democrats told Simon there 


was no chance the spending ceiling 
would be approved, and that Ford 
should accept a six-month extension 
as a compromise. This would force 
Congress to deal with taxes again ear- 
ly next year after Ford has presented 
his budget, when it would be more 
logical to debate a spending ceiling. 


Simon firmly rejected any com- 


promise, saying Ford is not worried 
about the economic effect of allowing 
taxes to rise Jan. 1, when 1975's reces- 
sion-fighting cuts expire. Expiration 
would have only "a small economic 


impact," he said. 


S E N . EDWARD M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass., said he agreed that most re- 
form items in the House bill be put off 
until next year, but urged the com- 
mittee to attach two measures to the 
tax cut bill: 


• An increase in the minimum tax 


on tax-free preference income. 


• A provision to tax capita] gains at 


death. Presently, heirs pay no tax on 
the amount an estate increased in val- 
ue during the deceased's lifetime.

The Des Plaines City Council met 


Tuesday night behind closed doors 
apparently to discuss the possible dis- 
missal of Building Comr. William Bal- 
daccinl, The Herald has learned 


Baldaccini has come under fire 


from several aldermen in recent 
weeks on a number of matters. The 
closed-door session reportedly was 
called by Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th. 


Before the session, Sarlo refused 


comment. "1 don't really think I 
should elaborate," he said. 


As of late Tuesday night, the city 


council and Baldaccini were still 
meeting. 


IN RECENT WEEKS. Baldaccini 


has been criticized publicly by Sarlo, 
Aid. Charles Bolek, 3rd: Aid. Joseph 
Szabo. 1st, and Aid. Thomas Koplos, 
1st. 


Last month, Bolek. Koplos and Sar- 


lo charged Bntdaccini failed to prop- 
erly handle a problem involving the 
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electrical system in the new intensive 
care unit of Holy Family Hospital. 
They charged the matter involved 
"life-safety" and that Baldaccini did 
not act quickly to resolve the prob- 
lem. 


At the time. Baldaccini said he did 


not immediately become aware of the 
problem, and disputed the matter en- 
dangered the lives of patients. 


Hospital officials also denied the 


problem involved life safety. It has 
since been corrected. 


A reliable source said the meeting 


was called to question Baldaccini 
about his handling of several matters 
in the building department. Several of 
the complaints have been made public 
The source said, however, there are 
several matters involving Baldaccini 
that aldermen have not made public. 


BALDACCINI also was criticized by 


Bolek, Koplos and Szabo recently 
when they discovered he planned to 
handle a private architectural project 
in Batavia. They said it was improper 
for the building commissioner to work 
al another job while employed by the 
city. 


Baldaccini said, however, he had re- 


ceived permission to work on the pri- 
vate project before coming to work 
for the city in late 1973. He said he 
had worked on the project before that 
time. 


The source said some aldermen also 


think Baldaccini acted improperly in 
suspending two building department 
employes in connection with matters 
concerning the hospital and his out- 
side employment. 


Finally, several aldermen are upset 


with Baldaccini because he recently 
took two officials from the U.S. Dept. 
of Housing ;md Urban Development to 
lunch and submitted a bill for $30 to- 
the city.

5-year sentence ior extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat

Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$89.000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle. 54, of 666 Laurel. Des 


Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-minute sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted 'Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial In Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day lo order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
(our hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife. Patri- 
•cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement. 


Full* told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor. I sat quietly in this 


court in the t \\o-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that 1 


\\ill be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
heajthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me." Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium- When Fulle 
stopped. Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position . . . for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) ... . is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing 
of 
former 
Chicago Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would bs stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . . . that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve five 
years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences 
will be served concurrently. 


Although Decker did not fine Fulle, 


Valukas said the cost of the trial, 
which Fulle must pay, will be "sub- 
stantial." The cost of sequestering the

dreamed of owning. She helps others 
with driver's license examinations, le- 
gal aid and adoptions. 


"These are my people," she said 


with a su'ght accent. "I must help 
them in any way I can." 


HER STORE is a suburban mission. 
"I always wanted to be a mis- 


sionary ever since I was a little girl. I 
wanted to help the people of Chile. 
But, I never dreamed I'd be doing this 
kind of work," said Sister Therese 
who left her Dallas home at the age of 
20 to join the Missionary Sisters, Ser- 
vants of the Holy Spirit. 


Her assignment from the convent in 


Techny, just northwest of Mount Pros- 
pect, was to open the resale shop in a 
two-story, yellow frame house. 


A flight of rickety wooden stairs 


lead to the« front room where walls 
are lined with high wooden shelves 
stacked full with clothes, scarves, 
shoes and purses. 


Kitchen appliances, television sets 


and furniture are stacked into corners 
while jewelry, paintings and racks of 
coats and dresses are strewn about 
the room. 


"THESE ARE THINGS that people 


need when they first move into the 
area. When they are through with the 
clothes and their children have out- 
grown them, they return them for 
someone else to use," said Sister 
Therese. 


About 100 Mexican families come 


into the shop each week, filling brown 
paper bags and boxes with the items 
they need. A radio in one corner of 
the shop, tuned to an FM Mexican 
broadcasting station, provides the fa- 
miliar tunes and language that make 
the people comfortable. 


They converse with each other in 


their native tongue and share the 
laughter of a good story. Then, they 
drop what money they can afford for 
the goods into a glass jar on the 
counter and leave for home. 


'Sometimes -there are people who 


take advantage. They take several 
boxes of clothes and only leave a dol- 
lar or two behind. Others leave $20 or 
$25 for the same amount," she said. 


"MOST OF THE people take only 


what they need and leave what they 
can. They have their pride too and 
they want to pay for it. They know the 
money will come back to them any- 
way in another form," Sister Therese 
said. 


The proceeds from the sales are 


used to operate the shop, and pay for 
rent and utilities. The remaining mon- 
ey is "pooled" and tapped when one 
of the families needs a loan to help 
pay medical bills or make a down 
payment. 


The borrowed funds are always re- 


paid and accompanied by gratitude in 
the form of volunteer help in oper- 
ating the shop or picking up donated 
salable items. 


There 
are other things Sister 


Therese still must do on her own . .. 
such as helping a young Mexican 
couple adopt their first child; visiting 
sick children; or helping a man pass 
his driver's examination. 


YEARS AGO, Sister Therese spent 


much of her time visiting and assist- 
ing migrant families who came to the 
area for seasonal farm wort. Today, 
many of the families have settled in 
the suburbs but their problems re- 
main. 


"Many of my people do-not speak 


English fluently when they come here. 
So, if they are in an accident and 
can't defend themselves, they are usu- 
ally stuck with the blame," she said. 


New families continue coming in for 


help, and despite illness or the recent 
b r o k e n toe she suffered, Sister 
Therese continues her work, seven 
days a week. 


The house is small and everything 


seems cramped together,- but it is 
warm and cheery Inside. Sister

Lack of downtown parking rapped 


The lack of parking space in down- 


town DCS Plainer has been identified 
as the major obstacle to future devel- 
opment, an urban planner said Tues- 
day. 


David Outhred, the planner con- 


ducting the study through the Illinois 
Dept. of Local Government Affairs, 
Tuesday listed eight problem areas 
identified in a preliminary survey of 
downtown workers. 


Parking topped the list. 
"OBVIOUSLY THE lack of ade- 


quate parking is the major problem," 
Outhred said. "The success and fail- 
ure of downtown improvement pro- 
grams is determined by parking 
available to those who work and shop 
downtown." 


Outhred said construction of the 


proposed Ellinwood Street parking 


deck to serve the Superblock devel- 
opment would help, but more parking 
space is needed. 


Other problems cited by Outhred in- 


clude: 


• A lack of food and drug stores. 
• The effect of parking meters in 


discouraging downtown shopping. 


• Poor lighting on Ellinwood Street. 
• Deterioration of housing in the 


downtown area. 


• Vacant stores. 
• Competing 
commercial 
devel- 


opments outside the downtown busi- 
ness district. 


• Railroad traffic downtown which 


discourages shoppers from 
patron- 


izing downtown merchants. 


Frequent railroad traffic in down- 


town Oes Plaines has had an effect on 
shopping, Outhred said.

Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Failure to 


extend 1975 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


"The President, in the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


aside White House veto threats and 


oo MORNING'- 


warned Simon not to "play chicken'1 


with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


Morning-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, and the Democratic-controlled 
Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and "I do 


not think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
"work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor. 


Long officially laid aside until next 


year the House-passed tax bill, which 
contains hundreds of pages of "re- 
form" measures in addition to exten- 
sion of tax cuts. 


Several Democrats told Simon there 


was no chance the spending ceiling 
would be approved, and that Ford 
should accept a six-month extension 
as a compromise. This would force 
Congress to deal with taxes again ear- 
ly next year after Ford has presented 
his budget, when it would be more 
logical to debate a spending ceiling. 


Simon firmly rejected any com- 


promise, saying Ford is not worried 
about the economic effect of allowing 
taxes to rise Jan. 1, when 1975's reces- 
sion-fighting cuts expire. Expiration 
would have only "a small economic 


impact," he said. 


S E N . EDWARD M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass., said he agreed that most re- 
form items in the House bill be put off 
until next year, but urged the com- 
mittee to attach two measures to the 
tax cut bill: 


• An increase in the minimum tax 


on tax-free preference income. 


• A provision to tax capital gains at 


death. Presently, heirs pay no tax on 
the amount an estate increased in val- 
ue during the deceased's lifetime.

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By special committee 
Sign law changes 
to be investigated 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scan- 


Ion lias named a seven-person com- 
mittee to review a proposed sign ordi- 
nance which calls for a reduction in 
the size of signs and elimination of 
billboards in the village. 


William Repholz, village building di- 


rector, was appointed chairman of the 
. c o m m i t t e e . Other members are 
Charles Korr, village trustee, William 
Hein. president of the Wheeling 
Chamber of Commerce; and a village 
trustee; Charles Skopp, vice presi- 
dent. Glenview Savings and Loan; 
Bernard Wasmer. owner of Duo Sign 
and Billboards; and Jack Metzger, 
owner of Diamond Outdoor Advertis- 
ing. 


The proposed sign ordinance was 


presented to the board earlier this 
month by Ropholz. who suggested the 
board appoint a committee to study 
the proposal. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt 


said the ordinance would apply pri- 
marily to signs that will be erected in 
the future. Merchants with signs cur- 
rently not conforming to the ordi- 


nance will be given a specified time to 
flieet village requirements, he said. 


Repholz said the proposed ordi- 


nance would allow merchants to build 
signs closer to the road but limits the 
size of the sign. The ordinance would 
also eliminate billboards because 
ground signs may not exceed ISO- 
square feet in size, he said. 


The ordinance would also set a new 


fee schedule for merchants to erect 
signs. Fees would be $15 for each sign 
plus 20 cents per square foot. Double 
faced signs would be computed sepa- 
rately. The ordinance also calls for a 
$5 fee to examine plans for signs and 
an electrical fee of $10. 


Current permit fees are $10 per sign 


plus 10 cents a square foot. Electrical 
fees are $7.50 and annual inspection 
fees are $5. 


REPHOLZ HAS asked the board to 


make recommendations on a time pe- 
riod for bringing nonconforming signs 
into compliance with the new ordi- 
nance "since this could cause undue 
hardship" on businessmen.

5-year sentence ior extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69,000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle, 
54, of 666 Laurel, 
Des 


Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-minute sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial in Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife, Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he. said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped, Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses.

"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said. 


The hospital staff 'has to have 


more control" in the intensive-care 
unit so "we really can't make things 
pleasant for everybody. Patient condi- 
tions dictate the priority," he said. 


"IN ICU, YOU have to get on top of 


the disease — if you follow it, you're 
more likely to lose patients. We recog- 
nize it's a rough place for patients," 
he said. 


Many people have misconceptions 


about the intensive-care unit, in- 
cluding the use of respirators, Dr. 
Kim said. 


"I don't like the term respirator — 


the only one who has made a respira- 
tor is God. These machines are really 
ventilators — they simply support the 
breathing mechanism of the body. 
They really don't keep people alive. 
You need other supportive measures 
for that," he said. 


Many people think patients on ven- 


tilators will die if the equipment is 
turned off, but Dr. Kim said this be- 
lief is "not true." 


"VENTILATORS ARE an everyday 


supportive measure. Most of the 
people on the machines survive and 
go home," he said. 


"The better we get in critical-care 


medicine, the better chance we have 
to prolong life But in some cases, 
we're prolonging the agony and suf- 
fering for both patients and family 
since many terminally-ill people are 
brought to the hospital to die. In this 
society, there is no place to die out- 
side'the hospital," he said. 


Dr. Kim said the ICU can be "de- 


pressing but to see some of the people 
who have survived against over- 
whelming odds is our reward."

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Failure to 


extend 197S tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec.

to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, and the Democratic-controlled 
Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen.

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People not equipment save 
lives of critically ill: Kim

Dr . Thomas Kim fights a daily 


battle with death. 


The new director of Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital's intensive-care unit, 
Dr. Kim comes in contact with most 
of the critically ill patients in the hos- 
pital. He said people, not fancy medi- 
cal equipment, are the most impor- 
tant factor in saving lives. 


"A lot of hospital people equate 


good equipment with good medicine. 
They forget that it takes a good doc- 
tor or nurse to use the machines. 
Most K'U patients are hooked up to 
various pieces of equipment for moni- 
toring and therapeutic purposes, what 
is important is who is watching it," he 
said 


MOST OK THE STAFF working in 


the intensive-care unit receive more 
specialized training, Dr. Kim said, 


noting that critically ill patients re- 
quire "more of a one-to-one patient- 
nurse relationship than those less crit- 
ically ill. You have to do more things 
for them." 


The majority of ICU patients suffer 


from some form of heart or lung prob- 
lem, he said. They include accident 
victims suffering from multiple in- 
juries, patients in shock or in a coma 
and patients recovering from neuro- 
surgical or vascular surgery. 


"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said. 


The hospital staff 'has to have 


more control" in the intensive-care 
unit so "we really can't make things 
pleasant for everybody. Patient condi- 
tions dictate the priority," he said.

the executive committees of the two 
agencies, Lake County Health Ser- 
vices Planning Council and Operation 
Health, Inc., that now serve the three 
counties. 


The chairmen of the three coutny 


boards are proposing-a governmental 
body to run the agency. 


The three-county regional planning 


commission could be multi-purpose, 
according to Lake County Board 
Member Mariellen Sabato, chairman 
of the county's HEW committee. 


The regional planning commission 


would appoint a working board to run 
the health planning agency, Mrs. Sa- 
bato said. 


"WE ARE CONCERNED that a pri- 


vate group could become dominated 
by a special group. We feel it should 
be appointed by someone elected by 
the people," Mrs. Sabato said. 


"IN ICU, YOU have to get on top of 


the disease — if you follow it, you're 
more likely to lose patients. We recog- 
nize it's a rough place for patients," 
he said. 


Many people have misconceptions 


about the intensive-care 
unit, in- 


cluding the use of respirators, Dr. 
Kim said. 


"I don't like the term respirator — 


the only one who has made a respira- 
tor is God. These machines are really 
ventilators — they simply support the 
breathing mechanism of the body. 
They really don't keep people alive. 
You need other supportive measures 
for that," he said. 


Many people think patients on ven- 


tilators will die if the equipment is 
turned off, but Dr. Kim said this be- 
lief is "not true." 


"VENTILATORS ARE an everyday 


supportive measure. Most of the 
people on the machines survive and 
go home," he said. 


"The better we get in critical-care 


medicine, the better chance we have 
to prolong life. But in some cases, 
we're prolonging the agony and suf- 
fering for both patients and family 
since many terminally-ill people are 
brought to the hospital to die. In this 
society, there is no place to die out- 
side the hospital," he said. 


Dr. Kim said the ICU can be "de- 


pressing but to see some of the people 
who have survived against over- 
whelming odds is our reward." 


DR. THOMAS KIM, director of the Northwest Com- 
munity Hospital intensive care unit since July, be- 


lieves that well trained medical personnel ara th» 
most important factor in saving lives. 


Libertyville Twp. vote 
on open-space land buy? 


Libertyville Township may try to 


seek a second referendum that would 
allow the Lake County township to 
purchase open-space land. 


Township voters Saturday rejected 


a referendum that would have allowed 
the township to authorize the sale of 
$9.5 million in bonds irr order to pur- 
chase the land. Passage of the mea- 
sure also would have granted town-' 
ship officials condemnation powers. 


A state law passed this year1 allows 


townships in counties of more than 
250,000 population to bond up to 5 per 
cent of their assessed valuation to 
purchase open space land following 
the passage of a referendum. 


LIBERTYVILLE TOWNSHIP Su- 


pervisor F.T. "Mike" Graham, one of 
the county's most vocal opponents of 
growth, helped formulate the legisla- 
tion. 


Graham has long contended that 


land mirchased by the public and left 
in its natural state will cost the tax- 
payer less than if the same land was 
developed. 


The referendum in Libertyville Sat- 


urday was defeated by a more than 
four to one margin. 


Graham pledged Monday to do a 


study through the Lake County Re- 
gional Planning Commission to deter- 
mine whether developed land costs 
the taxpayer more than if the land 
was purchased for open space 


If his theory is supported by the re- 


gional planning commission, Graham 
said, he will try another referendum 
on the November 1976 ballot. 


Several other townships in Lake 


County, including Grant, Avon, Fre- 
mont and Cuba, will hold similar 
votes if Libertyville is successful, ac- 
cording to Graham.

Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON (ITU - Failure to 


extend I97.i tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact. Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


"The President, in the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut." Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


a.Mde White House veto threats and

warned Simon not to "play chicken'' 
with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken.

M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in-

Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-numite sentencing hearing be- 
fore f S District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury- 
trial in Decker's court. 


DKCKKR, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day lo order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle. who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife. Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Full* told Decker. "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That 
verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge." Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor. I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me." Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped. Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position . . . for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) . . . is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the 
sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing 
of 
former 
Chicago 
Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would bs stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . . . that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane. a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve five 
years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences 
will be served concurrently. 


Although Decker did not fine Fulle, 


Valukas said the cost of the trial, 
which Fulle must pay, will be "sub- 
stantial." The cost of sequestering the

Most 1CU patients are hooked up to 
various pieces of equipment for moni- 
toring and therapeutic purposes, what 
is important Is who is watching it," he 
said. 


MOST OF THE STAFF working in 


the intensive-care unit receive more 
specialized training, Dr. Kim said, 


noting that critically ill patients re- 
quire "more of a one-to-one patient- 
nurse relationship than those less crit- 
ically ill. You have to do more things 
for them." 


The majority of ICU patients suffer 


from some form of heart or lung prob- 
lem, he said. They include accident 
victims suffering from multiple in- 
juries, patients in shock or in a coma 
and patients recovering from neuro- 
surgical or vascular surgery. 


"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Failure to 


extend 1975 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending celling. 


"The President, in the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


aside White House' veto threats and 


warned Simon not to "play chicken'' 
with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, and the 
Democratic-controlled 


Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. Walter Mondale, D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and "I do 


hot think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
"work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor.

the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69,000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle. 54. of 666 Laurel, DCS 


Plalnes. announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-mimite sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial in Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle. who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife. Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped, Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position ... for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) ... is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing of former 
Chicago Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would bs stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . . . that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve five 
years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury.

5-year sentence ior extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat

Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69,000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle. 84. of 666 Laurel, Des 


Plainest, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-mimitc sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
uas indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and In- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial in Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife, Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped. Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of' of- 
fenses. He use his position ... for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) ... is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing 
of former Chicago Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would bs stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . .. that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve five 
years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences 
will be served concurrently. 


Although Decker did not fine Fulle, 


Valukas said the cost of the trial, 
which Fulle must pay, will be "sub- 
stantial." The cost of sequestering the

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Sister Therese at Little Mexico 
She works miracles for Latinos

Sistw Therese Mary is very special 


to hundreds of Spanish-speaking sub- 
urban residents. For many she is 
nothing less than a miracle worker. 


l-'or nearly 2n years Sister Therese 


has operated the Little Mexico Shop, 
7'JO N. River Rd.. Mount Prospect, a 
rwtiile storr and ethnic grocery. 


The 45-year-oM nun has gone be- 


ynitd her duties to provide necessities 
for Spanish-speaking people by assist- 
ing them with low-cost loans and 
mortgage;* on houses they never 
dreamed of owning. She helps others 
with driver's license examinations, le- 
gal aid and adoptions. 


"These are my people." she j-aid 


with a slight accent. "1 must help 
them in any way I can." 


IIKK STOKK is a suburban mission. 
"I always wanted to be a mis- 


sionary ever since t was a little girl. 1 
wanted to help the people of Chile. 
But, 1 never dreamed I'd be doing this 
kind of work," said Sister Therese 
who left her Dallas home at the age of 
20 to join the Missionary Sisters, Ser- 
vants of the Holy Spirit. 


Her assignment from the convent in 


Teehny. just northwest of Mount Pros- 
pect, was lo open the resale shop in a 
two-story, yellow frame house. 


A flight of rickety wooden stairs 


lead to the front room where walls 
are lined with high wooden shelves 
stacked 
full with clothes, scarves, 


shoes and purses. 


Kitchen appliances, television sets 


and furniture are stacked into corners 
while jewelry, paintings and racks of 
coals and dresses arc strewn about 
the room. 


"THESE ARE THINGS that people 


need when they first move into the 
area. When they are through with the 
clothes and their children have out- 
grown them, they return them for 


someone else to use," said Sister 
Therese. 


About 100 Mexican families come 


into the shop each week, filling brown 
paper bags and boxes with the items 
they need. A radio in one corner of 
the shop, tuned to an FM Mexican 
broadcasting station, provides the fa- 
miliar tunes and language that make 
the people comfortable. 


They converse with each other in 


their native tongue and share the 
laughter of a good story. Then, they 
drop what money they can afford for 
the goods into a glass jar on the 
counter and leave for home. 


•Sometimes there are people who 


take advantage. They take several 
boxes of clothes and only leave a dol- 
lar or two behind. Others leave $20 or 
$25 for the same amount," she said. 


"MOST OF THE people take only 


what they need and leave what they 
can. They have their pride too and 
they want to pay for it. They know the 
money will come back to them any- 
way in another form," Sister Therese 
said. 


The proceeds from the sales are 


used to operate the shop, and pay for 
rent and utilities. The remaining mon- 
ey is "pooled" and tapped when one 
of the families needs a loan to help 
pay medical bills or make a down 
payment. 


The borrowed funds are always re- 


paid and accompanied by gratitude in 
the form of volunteer help in oper- 
ating the shop or picking up donated 
salable items. 


There are 
other 
things Sister 


Therese still must do on her own . . . 
such as helping a young Mexican 
couple adopt their first child; visiting 
sick children; or helping a man pass 
his driver's examination. 


YEARS AGO, Sister Therese spent 


much of her time visiting and assist- 


ing migrant families who came to the 
area for seasonal farm work. Today, 
many of the families have settled in 
the suburbs but their problems re- 
main. 


"Many of my people do not speak 


English fluently when they come here. 
So, if they are in an accident and 
can't defend themselves, they are usu- 
ally stuck with the blame," she said. 


New families continue coming in for 


help, and despite illness or the recent 
b r o k e n toe she suffered, Sister 
Therese continues her work, seven 
days a week. 


The house is small and everything 


seems cramped together, but it is 
warm 
and 
cheery 
inside. Sister 


Therese has added a touch of mean- 
ing to the drab walls with traditional 
Roman Catholic icons in every room. 


"I LOVE THIS little place. It has 


been so good to me and to my people," 
she said. 


Holidays just around 


the corner! 


And the people she helps appreciate 


her efforts. When she needed a car to 
run errands of mercy, priests and 
Mexican residents last year pitched in 
to buy Sister Therese a brown 1974 
Chevy station wagon. 


"This is my work," she says bend- 


ing over to lift up a child that is just 
slightly shorter than she. "There will 
even be problems when he growns up 
and I hope there'll be a little Mexico 
there to help," she said.

Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON <UPP - Failure to 


extend 1975 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


"The President, in the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
lax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


aside White Hou.se veto threats and 


warned Simon not to "play chicken" 
with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, 
and 
the 
Democratic-controlled 


Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. 
Walter 
Mondale, D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and ''I do 


not think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
''work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor. 


Long officially laid aside until next 


year the House-passed tax bill, which 
contains hundreds of pages of "re- 
form" measures in addition to exten- 
sion of tax cuts. 


Several Democrats told Simon there 


was no chance the spending ceiling 
would be approved, and that Ford 
should accept a six-month extension 
as a compromise. This would force 
Congress to deal with taxes again ear- 
ly next year after Ford has presented 
his budget, when it would be more 
logical to debate a spending ceiling. 


Simon firmly rejected any com- 


promise, saying Ford is not worried 
about the economic effect of allowing 
taxes to rise Jan. 1. when 1975's reces- 
sion-fighting cuts expire. Expiration 
would have only "a small economic 


impact,'' he said. 


S E N . EDWARD M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass.. said he agreed that most re- 
form items in the House bill be put off 
until next year, but urged the com- 
mittee to attach two measures to the 
tax cut bill: 


• An increase in the minimum tax 


on tax-free preference income. 


• A provision to tax capital gains at 


death. Presently, heirs pay no tax on 
the amount an estate increased in val- 
ue during the deceased's lifetime.

hoard Tuesday Tlicy said the agency 
can act only after the pool is built and 
complaints about noise from it are 
lodged with the KPA 


David Wortman. an KPA environ- 


mental protection engineer, said noise 
standards are not always the only 
consideration used by the pollution 
control board in acting on complaints. 
"Noise is a subjective thing," he said. 
'Arguing about numbers means noth- 
ing " 


Wortman said the EPA is bound to 


investigate complaints and determine 
if ways can be found to reduce noise. 


Charles Orimtman. also an EPA en- 


gineer, 
said determining 
expected 


noise levels from pools is difficult be- 
cause the Northern Illinois EPA dis- 
trict has had only one pool-related 
complaint. 


(1RUNTMAN SAID a noise sampl- 


ing taken at a pool with 175 persons 
registered a reading of 70 decibels at 
a 25 foot distance. EPA standards call 
for readings between 41 and 46 deci- 
bels. 


Park board officials said estimates 


of pool noise are difficult to determine 
because no exact readings can be 
made. They said landscaping planned 
for the site will reduce the noise level 
generated from the pool. 


Fred Hall, park district director, 


also said the park district has never 
received complaints from 
residents 


near the park district's Willow Park 
pool, which is similar in design and 
capacity to the Home-Oak pool. 


Smith said a letter will be sent to 


the park board later this week out- 
lining the homeowners' intentions to 
seek a restraining order. The letter 
also will list concerns of the residents 
which they would like resolved if the 
pool is built 


Among Ihe concerns are police pro- 


tection, increased off-street parking, 
fencing around the pool and flood con- 
trol. The group also would like tennis 
courts planned for the park completed

5-year sentence ior extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat

Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69,000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle, 
54, 
of 
666 Laurel, 
Des 


Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-minute sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. J3 and convicted 
Oct. 
31 of extortion, perjury and in- 


come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial in Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife, Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


•» 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 
of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. 
"The 


shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under tys chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped, Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 
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"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position . . . for his 
own personal 
grandisement," said 


Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) . . . is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before 
announcing the 
sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing 
of 
former 
Chicago 
Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would be stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . .. that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve 
five 


years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by forrrier 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences

Dr .Thomas Kim fights a daily 


battle with death. 


The new director of Northwest Com- 


munity Hospital's intensive-care unit, 
Dr. Kim comes in contact with most 
of the critically ill patients in the hos- 


pital. He said people, not fancy medi- 
cal equipment, are the most impor- 
tant factor in saving lives. 


"A lot of hospital people equate 


good equipment with good medicine. 
They forget that it takes a good doc- 
tor or nurse to use the machines.

Most ICU patients are hooked up to 
various pieces of equipment for moni- 
toring and therapeutic purposes, what 
is important is who is watching it," he 
said. 


MOST OF THE STAFF working in 


the intensive-care unit receive more 
specialized training, T)r. Kim said, 
noting that critically ill patients re- 
quire "more of a one-to-one patient- 
nurse relationship than those less crit- 
ically ill. You have to do more things 
for them." 


The majority of ICU patients suffer 


from some form of heart or lung prob- 
lem, he said. They include accident 
victims suffering from multiple in- 
juries, patients in shock or in a coma 
and patients recovering from neuro- 
surgical or vascular surgery. 


"The intensive-care unit is a very 


rough place. Psychologically, the en- 
vironment is very stressing for every- 
body — patients, nurses, doctors and 
the family," Dr. Kim said. 


The hospital staff 'has to have 


more control" in the intensive-care 
unit so "we really can't make things 
pleasant for everybody. Patient condi- 
tions dictate the priority," he said. 


"IN ICU, YOU have to get on top of 


the disease — if you follow it, you're 
more likely to lose patients. We recog- 
nize it's a rough place for patients," 
he said. 


Many people have misconceptions 


about the intensive-care unit, in- 
cluding the use of respirators, Dr. 
Kim said. 


"I don't like the term respirator — 


the only one who has made a respira- 
tor is God. These machines are really 
ventilators — they simply support the 
breathing mechanism of the body. 
They really don't keep people alive. 
You need other supportive measures 
for that," he said. 


Many people think patients on ven- 


tilators will die if the equipment is 
turned off, but Dr. Kim said this be- 
lief is "not true." 


"VENTILATORS ARE an everyday 


supportive measure. Most of the 
people on the machines survive and 
go home," he said. * 


"The better wo get in critical-care 


medicine, the better chance we have 
to prolong life. But in some cases, 
we're prolonging the agony and suf- 
fering for both patients and family 
since many terminally-ill people are 
brought to the hospital to die. In this 
society, there is no place to die out- 
side the hospital," he said. 


Dr. Kim said the ICU can be "de- 


pressing but to see some of the people 
who have survived against over- 
whelming odds is our reward."

Renaissance 
project gets 
extension 


The developer of the 63-acre Renais- 


sance project at Hicks Road and 
Northwest Highway has been granted 
a one-year extension by the Palatine 
Village Board to complete various 
phases of the development. 


The board granted the extension in 


a 4-to-2 vote with Trustees Robert J. 
Guss and Richard W. Fonte casting 
the dissenting votes. Village Pres. 
Wendell E. Jones voted in favor of the 
request. 


The extensions call for work on 


various phases of the project to be 
completed by 1978, 19719 and 1980. The 
development will include a 10-acre 
recreation-commercial 
area, 
8-acre 


office-commercial area, 18-acre shop- 
ping center and nine condominum 
apartment buildings. 


Guss and Fonte opposed the exten- 


sions because they said the developer 


• should not have asked for them until 


the project gets started. Construction 
has not begun on several of the 
phases where more time was granted. 


GUSS OFFERED an amendment to 


the proposed ordinance which would 
have kept the completion dates as 
originally set in the planned unit de- 
velopment ordinance governing the 
project. The motion was defeated by 
the same 4-to-2 vote. 


Trustees and developer Howard 


Sellergren diagreed on the question of 
the proposed well site on the project. 
Jones asked why the area for the pro- 
posed well had not been surveyed and 
deeded to the village. 


Sellergren's attorney, John Duffy,

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Ford opposed to tax cut extension without ceiling 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Failure to 


extend 1975 tax cuts would have min- 
imal economic impact, Treasury Sec. 
William Simon said Tuesday, and 
President Ford would prefer that to 
legislation not carrying his $395 billion 
spending ceiling. 


"The President, In the absence of 


an expenditure ceiling, is opposed to a 
tax cut," Simon told the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee. 


Sen. Russell Long, D-La., brushed 


aside White House veto threats and

warned Simon not to "play chicken1' 
with Congress because "I don't think 
you ought to challenge somebody to a 
game of chicken when you're gonna 
be the chicken. 


"EITHER HE'S (Ford) gonna have 


to be the chicken or the nation is go- 
ing to suffer." 


M o r n i n g-long hearings before 


Long's Senate Finance Committee in- 
dicated compromise is highly unlike- 
ly, and the 
Democratic-controlled 


Congress will engage in a last-minute 


veto fight with Ford. Democrats say 
they will not arbitrarily place a ceil- 
ing on a budget they have not seen. 


Sen. Walter 
Mondale, 
D-Minn., 


asked Simon how he responded to 
charges that Ford's plan was politi- 
cally motivated — tax cuts,now, be- 
fore the November election, with a 
spending ceiling effective Oct. 1 that 
would not be felt until after the elec- 
tion. 


Simon replied that the two ideas 


were conceived separately, and "I do 


not think in political terms." 


COMMITTEE Democrats appeared 


to be leaning toward a simple six- 
month extension of 1975 tax cuts, plus 
the special earned income credit or 
"work bonus" which pays up to $400 
per year to the working poor. 


Long officially laid aside until next 


year the House-passed tax bill, which 
contains hundreds of pages of "re- 
form" measures in addition to exten- 
sion of tax cuts. 


Several Democrats told Simon there 


was no chance the spending ceiling 
would be approved, and that Ford 
should accept a six-month extension 
as a compromise. This would force 
Congress to deal with taxes again ear- 
ly next year after Ford has presented 
his budget, when it would be more 
logical to debate a spending ceiling. 


Simon firmly rejected any com- 


promise, saying Ford is not worried 
about the economic effect of allowing 
taxes to rise Jan. 1, when 1975's reces- 
sion-fighting cuts expire. Expiration 
would have only "a small economic 


impact," he said. 


S E N . EDWARD M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass., said he agreed that most re- 
form items in the House bill be put off 
until next year, but urged the com- 
mittee to attach two measures to the 
tax cut bill: 


• An increase in the minimum tax 


on tax-free preference income. 


• A provision to tax capital gains at 


death. Presently, heirs pay no tax on 
the amount an estate increased in val- 
ue during the deceased's lifetime.

The Illinois Pollution Control Board 


has rejected terms of a settlement 
calling for fines of $1,000 for violations 
of water quality standards by Citizens 
Utilities Co. 


Submitted to the pollution control 


board in October, the proposed settle- 
ment was the result of months of talks 
between the utility company and the 
Illinois Attorney General's office. 


The pollution board objected to 


terms of the agreement, which would 
have charged only $1.000 for each vio- 
lation of water quality standards. The 
original complaint filed in March by 
the attorney general's office asked for 
penalties of up to $10,000 for each vio- 
lation. 


THE BOARD' ALSO objected to the 


settlement because it contains no pro- 
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vision that consumers be notified of 
regular hydrant flushing. "The board 
feels this notice to be mandatory," 
the order states. 


The complaint charged that Citizens 


Utilities failed to provide its custom- 
ers with safe, clean water. It specifi- 
cally concerned customers in Mount 
P r o s p e c t , Prospect Heights and 
Wheeling Township, estimated to in- 
clude some 6,300 residential meters. 


Marshall Dickler, hearing officer 


for the casei said he is unsure what 
will happen now that the settlement 
has been rejected. "I've never had 
that happen before," he said, noting 
he had not yet been notified of the 
rejection. 


Dan Kucera, attorney for the utility, 


said the two problems may be re- 
solved without too much difficulty. "It 
may just be to reformulate the lan- 
guage of the settlement stipulation," 
Kucera said. He said, however, he 
could not comment on the matter un- 
til he sees a copy of the board's inter- 
im order.

5-year sentence for extortion 
Fulle resigns county board seat

Comr. Floyd Fulle resigned from 


the Cook County Board Tuesday after 
being sentenced to five years in feder- 
al prison for extorting an estimated 
$69.000 from two Northwest suburban 
apartment builders. 


Fulle. 54, of 
666 Laurel, 
Des 


Plaines, announced his resignation af- 
ter a 17-minute sentencing hearing be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Ber- 
nard M. Decker. 


The former chairman of the Cook 


County Republican Central Committee 
was indicted Feb. 13 and convicted 
Oct. 31 of extortion, perjury and in- 
come tax fraud after a two-week jury 
trial In Decker's court. 


DECKER, who also ordered Fulle to 


pay the cost of the trial, refused Tues- 
day to order a new trial or to set 
aside the jury decision which was 
handed down Oct. 31 after less than 
four hours of deliberation. 


Fulle, who did not testify during the 


trial, showed little emotion as he 
stood before Decker. His wife, Patri- 
cia, a key defense witness, watched 
the sentencing from the third row of 
spectator seats. 


In a brief, pre-sentence statement, 


Fulle told Decker, "I am not guilty 


of the charges the government brought 
against me. 


"That verdict I intend to chal- 


lenge," Fulle said in a firm voice. 


"Your honor, I sat quietly in this 


court in the two-week trial so that I 
would not upset the dignity and deco- 
rum of the court," he said. "The 
shock of the verdict (was) unbeliev- 
able. I don't understand how the jury 
reached the verdict." 


"IT IS MY FERVENT hope that I 


will be vindicated . . . that you, sir, 
will be sitting on that bench — 
healthy — to enjoy that vindication 
with me," Fulle said. 


Decker listened, with hands crossed 


under his chin, as Fulle stood at the 
a t t o r n e y ' s podium. When Fulle 
stopped, Decker turned to Assistant 
U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas. 


"Floyd Fulle was a trusted, promi- 


nent public official. What he did was 
engage in the more serious of of- 
fenses. He use his position ... for his 
own personal grandisement," said 
Valukas. 


Valukas asked Decker to fine Fulle 


and to order a "jail sentence. The 
only good (of a jail sentence) ... is 
that they (public officials) see that 
those who are caught will be dealt 
with fairly and will be punished." 


Before announcing the sentence, 


Decker talked of the trial and sen- 
tencing 
of former Chicago Aid. 


Thomas Keane last year. 


"I HONESTLY hoped that this pa- 


rade would be stopped (with Keane's 
mail fraud conviction)," Decker said. 
"It's apparent that the parade has not 
stopped . . . that political corruption is 
not confined to any political party or 
geographic area." 


Decker ordered Keane, a Democrat 


and Mayor Richard J. Daley's City 
Council floor leader, to serve five 
years in prison, the same sentence 
Fulle received Tuesday. 


Fulle, a county board member since 


1964, is the highest ranking Chicago- 
area Republican convicted of political 
corruption after indictment by former 
U.S. Atty. James R. Thompson. 


Fulle was convicted of seven counts 


of tax fraud, extortion and perjury. 
Each of the perjury and extortion 
counts drew a five-year sentence, and 
the two tax charges drew maximum 
three-year sentences. The sentences 
will be served concurrently. 


Although Decker did not fine Fulle, 


Valukas said the cost of the trial, 
which Fulle must pay, will be "sub- 
stantial." The cost of sequestering the

dreamed of owning. She helps others 
with driver's license examinations, le- 
gal aid and adoptions. 


"These are my people," she said 


with a slight accent. "I must help 
them in any way I can." 


HER STORE is a suburban mission. 
"I always wanted to be a mis- 


sionary ever since I was a little girl. I 
wanted to help the people of Chile. 
But, I never dreamed I'd be doing this 
kind of work," said Sister Therese 
who left her Dallas home at the age of 
20 to join the Missionary Sisters, Ser- 
vants of the Holy Spirit. 


Her assignment from the convent in 


Techny, just northwest of Mount Pros- 
pect, was to open the resale shop in a 
two-story, yellow frame house. 


A flight of rickety wooden stairs 


lead to the front room where walls 
are lined with high wooden shelves 
stacked full with clothes, scarves, 
shoes and purses. 


Kitchen appliances, television sets 


and furniture are stacked into corners 
while jewelry, paintings and racks of 
coats and dresses are strewn about 
the room. 


"THESE ARE THINGS that people 


need when they first move into the 
area. When they are through with the 
clothes and their children have out- 
grown them, they return them for 
someone else to use," said Sister 
Therese. 


About 100 Mexican families come 


into the shop each week, filling brown 
paper bags and boxes with the items 
they need. A radio in one corner of 
the shop, tuned to an FM Mexican 
broadcasting station, provides the fa- 
miliar tunes and language that make 
the people comfortable. 


They converse with each other in 


their native tongue and share the 
laughter of a good story. Then, they 
drop what money they can afford for 
the goods into a glass jar on the 
counter and leave for home. 


'Sometimes there are people who 


take advantage. They take several 


boxes of clothes and only leave a dol- 
lar or two behind. Others leave $20 or 
$25 for the same amount," she said. 


"MOST OF THE people take only 


what they need and leave what they 
can. They have their pride too and 
they want to pay for it. They know the 
money wiE come back to them any- 
way in another form," Sister Therese 
said. 


The proceeds from the sales are 


used to operate the shop, and pay for 
rent and utilities. The remaining mon- 
ey is "pooled" and tapped when one 
of the families needs a loan to help 
pay medical bills or make a down 
payment 


The borrowed funds are always re- 


paid and accompanied by gratitude in 
the form of volunteer help in oper- 
ating the shop or picking up donated 
salable items. 


There 
are 
other 
things 
Sister 


Therese still must do on her own . . . 
such as helping a young Mexican 
couple adopt their first child; visiting 
sick children; or helping a man pass 
his driver's examination. 


YEARS AGO, Sister Therese spent 


much of her time visiting and assist- 
ing migrant families who came to the 
area for seasonal farm work. Today, 
many of the families have settled in 
the suburbs but their problems re- 
main. 


"Many of my people do not speak 


English fluently when they come here. 
So, if they are in an accident and 
can't defend themselves, they are usu- 
ally stuck with the blame," she said. 


New families continue coming in for 


help, and despite illness or the recent 
b r o k e n toe she suffered, Sister 
Therese continues her work, seven 
days a week. 


The house is small and everything 


seems cramped together, but it is 
warm 
and cheery 
inside. Sister 


Therese has added a touch of mean- 
ing to the drab walls with traditional
